THE GREEN MOUNTAIN STATE. 
A REPUBLICAN MAJORITY OF OVER 20,000 
ROLLED UP AT YESTERDAY'S ELECTION. 


All the Republican nominees were elected in 
Vermont yesterday by the usual majorities. 
The following is a list of the successful candi- 
dates:

ST. JOHNSBURY. 

St. JOHNSBURY, Vt., Sept. 2.—(Special.]—A 
light vote was polied bere today, there being a 
falling off of 19 per eent. The Independents 
voted a separate State ticket, and for Reding- 
ton, a Democrat. Six towns in Caledonia 
County give Pingree, Republican, 1,513, Red- 
ington, 791. The same towns in September, 
1880, gave the Republicans 1,672 and the Demo- 
crats 865. The returns from this county indi- 
cate a Republican plurality in the State of 20,- 
000. 

MONTPELIER. 

MONTPELIER, Vt., Sept. 2.—[Special. |—Mont- 
pelier's Republican majority ia the. largest 
given for sixteen years, Pingree having 518, 
Redington 252, and Soule 1. A good many 
country towns are still to be heard from. Some 
Democratic galnszin town Representatives are 
reported, which are offset by other Republican 
gains. A Republican majority of between 
20;000 and 25,000 is expected. The Democrats 
have been very quiet and have refrained from 
stirring up a controversy that would bring out 
the big Republican majority. 

BENNINGTON COUNTY. 

BENNINGTON, Vt., Sept. 2.—[Special.}—Only 
scattering returns from this (Bennington) 
county are yet received. Five towns elect 
Democratic Representatives, a Republican loss 
of several hundred in the county. Seventy- 
two towns show a Hepublican loss of over 
2.000. The estimated Republican majority is 
20,000 in the State. 
time.in over twenty-five years has elected a 
Demoeratic Representative over George W. 
Hooker, late Sergeant-at-Arms of the House 
of Representatives, and reduced the Repub- 
lican majority 300. Eight towns in Windbam 
County show a Republican loss of over 700. 
The Brattleboro Democrats are celebrating 
the victory and painting the town red. 

BENNINGTON, Vt., Sept. 2.—[Special.}—Ben- 
nington County will probably give the Repub- 
lican State ticket 800 majority. Out of seven- 
teen Assemblymen eleven are Republicans. 
Both Republican Senators are elected. The 
Bennington County Republicen ticket shows 
probably a loss of 200 ever 1880, owing largely 
to the decreuse in the Bennington town regis- 


tration. 
SWELLING THE MAJORITY. 


RUTLAND, Vt., Sept, 2.—(|Special.}—The Re- 
publicans in Vermont tonight are m good 
spirits and the Democrats are despondent. The 
returns are that the State goes Republican by 
25,000 to 26,000 majority. Burlington, which 
has never gone Democratic before, goes 
Democratic, an unusual thing, caused 
by some local issue. Brattleboro has 
gone Democratic for the same reason. 
Bennington and some of the other Democratic 
towns, where they are largely engaged in man- 
ufacturing, have gone Republican this year by 
large majorities. The Democrats have con- 
tested sharply the campaign, but the Repub- 
licans will nearly hold their very large majori- 
ty of four years ago. Rutland Republicans 
elect their entire town ticket even to Justices 
of the Peace, not a single Democrat being left 
in office. Rutland County elects its entire 
ticket from the Republican candidate’ with the 
usual majorities. There was a great Repub- 
lican demonstration here tonight. Vermont 
thus fires the first gum for Blaine and Logan, 
and sends greeting to the West. : 


AN ESTIMATE OF THE GENERAL RESULT—24,000 | 


MAJORITY. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., Sept. 2.— Special.] —Eleo- 
tion returns are very meagre indeed, only sixty 
of the 240 towns in the State having been heard 
from. These in 1880 cast one-third of the total 
vote of the State. They gave today 13,098 
for Pingree, the Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and 5,448 for Redington, Democrat. On 
the basis of 1880, the total Republican vote will 
be 39,000 and the total Democratic vote 15,000, 
showing a Republican majority of 24,000. 
This is only 1,000 less than four years 
ago, but if the estimate is even approximately 
correct there will be a large falling off in the 
vote. Four years ago the vote was 69,000. 
This year it will @pparently be but 54,000. 
Later returns, however, may materially 
modify this result. In these calculations 
no account is taken of the Greenback 
and Independent vote. The former will be 
small; the latter is iasignificant. In this coun- 
ty not a single Independent vote was cast. In 
almost every county there was a local fight, 
and the Vermonters seem to bave concentrated 
their energies un these instead of on the gen- 
eral issue. In Franklin County, usually Re- 
publican by two to one, the Democrats elect 
their whole county ticket, though the Repub- 
lican Gubernatorial candidate has a large ma- 
jority. 

Later returns from 105 towns—casting near- 
ly half of the vote—seem to confirm the esti- 
mate of a Republican majority of 24,000. 
They give Pingree 22,636, Redington 10,440, a 
Republican majority of 12,196. If the propor- 
tion continues the Republican majority will be 
24.000. The Republican State Committee hope 
for 24,000, but claim only 23,000. 

THE CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS. 

So far as returns bave been received in the 
First Congressional Distnict, Stewart (Repub- 
lican) receives 2,633, Simmons (Democrat) 471, 
Kidder (Greenback) 301, and scattering 147. 
In the Second Distret Grant (Republican), re- 
ceives 7,847, Goddard (Democrat) 3,187, Soule 
(Greenbacker) 86, and scattering 4. Returns 
are coming in slowly. 

RETURNS FROM 114 TOWNS—THE VOTE con- 
PARED WITH THAT OF 1880. 

Warte River Junction, Vt., Sept. 3—2 a. m. 
Returns from 114 towns give Pingree (Repub- 
hean) for Governor 24,662; Redington (Demo- 
crat), 11,970; Soule (Greenbacker), 254; Stone 
(Independent) and scattering, 165, giving Pin- 
gree a majority over all of 12,278. 
The same towns in 1880 gave Farnbam, Repub- 
lican, 27,405; Phelps, Democrat, 12,650; giving 
Farnbam a majority of 14,577, This shows a 
falling off in the Republican vote from 1880 of 
2. 882, and in the Democratic vote of the same 
year of 680.

A LIGHT VOTE AND SOME REPUBLICAN LOSSES. 

New York, Sept. 2.—|Special.|—A Brattle- 
boro dispatch saya; The Democrats and Inde- 
pendent Republicans have won a victory here 
today, electing Dr. James Conlanq Town Rep- 
resentative over the Republican National Com- 
mitteeman, Col. J. H. Hocker, and four other 
Republicans. The Republican majority in 
Brattleboro “four years ago was 
665, Eight towns in the ebunty 
show a Republican loss of 681 over the vote of 
four years ago. In 1880 the Republicans cast 
955 votes for Governor to 200 Democratic. To- 
day's State vote gives Pingree, Republican, 694: 
Redington, Democrat, 423; Stone, Ihdependent 
Republican, 71. The Republican loss in Battle- 
boro is 4 

A Montpelier dispatch says: The returns 
80 far received indicate that the Republican 
majority bas been cut down 20\ per cent or 
more ona light vote. Bakersfield gave the 
Republicans 20 majority in 1880. This 
year the Democratic majority is 28, 
and H. F. Brigham, the Democratic candi- 
date for Secretary of State, is elected to the 
Legislature by 32 majority. Two years ago 
Bradford went Republican. ‘This year the 
Democratic majority is 46. West Fuirlee gave 
31 Republican majoritv on the State ticket at 
the last election. This year it is 10 Demo- 
cratic for the first time in many years. East 
Montpelier elects a Democrat to the Legisla- 
ture. 

Burlington elects C. A. Hibbard, Democrat, 
City Representative, by 392 majority in a total 
vote of 1,800. 

Springfield gives Pingree, Republican, 443; 
Reddington, Democrat, 124. In 1880 the 
Republican vote was 587; Democratic, 
148. Net Republican loss, 120. 
Groul, Republican, for Congress, receives 
419; Goddard, Democrat, 122. Waterbury 
gives Pingree 266, against 327 in 1880, and Red- 
dington 96, against 130 in 1880; Cummings, 
Greenback, has 29, against 64 in 1880; net Re- 
publican loss, 27. 

At Morrisville the Republicans gain 41, Dem- 
ocrats 20. At the last election the Greenback 
vote was 70; this year none. 

Partial returns in Bennington County elect 
Democratic Representatives in Readsboro, 
Stamford. Woodford, Glastenbury, and Sun- 
deriand. The Republicans elect a Representa- 
tive in Bennington by 46 majority.. These 
towns show Republican losses as follows; 
Bennington, 24: Pownal; 72; Readsboro, 16; 
Stamford, 20; Dorsett, 72. In seventy towns 
the net Republican loss is over 2,000. 


AT REDINGTON’'S HOME. 


Rutland—The vote in Rutland today was 
large. Pingree’s, Republican, majority over 
Redington, Democrat, for Governor is 60. This 
falling-off in the Republican maſority is due to 
the fact that Rutland is the home of the Dem- 
ocratic candidate. 

LOCAL CONTESTS. 

At Bellows Falls tne Democrats peddied a 
few State tickets, received from Brattleboro, 
with the names of the Independent candidates 
for Governor and Lieutenant-Governor. 

At. St. Johnsbury the Sheriff question created 
the most excitement, both candidates being Re- 
publicans. Salloway,who has been Sheriff for the 
ldst six years, was run by the Democrats, but 
received many Republican votes, and possibly 
will defeat Smith, the regular nominee. 

Bennington—About 1,000 votes were polled 
here on a registration of 1,300. In the other 
towns of this county a larger proportionate 
vote was policed. A Republican loss is probable 
on the county ticket as compared with 1880. 

BULLETINS. 

The following dispatches were received late 
tonight by Mr. B. B. Smalley, the member of 
the National Committee from Vermont:

majority. The Republicans also claim to have 
elected four Representatives to the General As- 
sembly. Miller County gives a majority for 
the Democratic candidates for State offices, but 
divides the local offices nearly equally between 
Democrats and Republicans. Jefferson 
County gives a Republican majority of at least 
2,000, electing the Republican Representatives. 
In Jobuson County the Democratic county 
ticket is beaten by the Independent and 
* Brothers of Freedom nominees. Boles is 
reported as having a small majority for Gov- 
ernor. Nevada County elects a mixed ticket 
and gives a majority for the Democratic State 
ticket. Jackson County polled a largely in- 
creased vote, the Democratic State aud county 
tickets being successful. Sebastian County 
gives anaverage Democratic majority of 700 for 
the State and county tickets. The Hon. William 
M. Fishback, father of the Fishback amend- 
ment, is elected to the Legislature. Faulk- 
ner County is Democratic by 200 ma- 
jority. Franklin County is claimed for 
the Independent and the Republican cand!- 
dates. Saline County has probably gone Dem- 
ocratic by a slight majority. Ouachita County 
is claimed by the Republicans. Hempstead, 
Hot Springs, and Fayette Counties are reported 
to have elected mixed tickets. Phillips County 
elects the Independent candidate for Sheriff, 
and gives a majority for the Republican State 
ticket. St. Francis County is claimed by the 
Republicans. Woodruff and White Counties are 
reported as having been carried by the Inde- 
pendents. Washington, Benton, Madison, and 
Independence Counties give increased Demo- 
cratic majorities. Arkansas County is claimed 
by the Republicans. The Republican and Inde- 
pendent tickets have generally obtained major- 
ities in Chicot, Little River, Desha, and Grant 
Counties. Drew County is Democratic by a 
majority of 200. 
© Returns from many of the interior counties 
have not yet been received, but with the ex- 
ception of Searcy and Newton Counties, which 
are Republican on a full vote, there is not 
hkely to be any reduction in the usual Demo- 
cratic majority. Logan County is reported to 
have elected a Republican Representative, and 
to have given a majorityofor the Demo- 
cratic State ticket, Yell County has 
gene Democratic. Democrats claim the elec- 
tion of the entire Democratic State ticket 
by a majority from 25,000 to 380,000.

Mrurnts, Tenn., Sept. 2.—Intelligence has 
been received here of the hanging by a posse 
of citizens of Ed Thomas, the negro who re- 
cently assaulted the wife of Wash W. Wiison, a 
respectable farmer residing near Senatobia, 
Miss. Tue man was thwarted in bis designs by 
Mrs. Wilson's screams and fied. He was pur- 
sued, tracked, and finally caught last Saturday 
three miles south of Hernando, Miss. When 
broug before Mrs. Wilson she identified bim. 
The crowd, which was composed of about 100, 
half of whom were colored, then took bim to 
the woods and hanged him up. No disguise 


was used. 


THE SOLDIERS’ IDOL. 


Gen. Logan Received with the 
Greatest Enthusiasm by the 
Wisconsin People. 


His Trip from Milwaukee to Madison 
Marked by Frequent Re- 
ceptions. 


An Ovation Tendered Him at the Capital 
OCity— The Popular Out- 
— 


AT MILWAUKEE. 
A ROUSING RECEPTION, 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 2.—-(Special.|—The 
reception of the Hon. John A. Logan was the 
event of the day at Republican headquarters, 
as also throughout the city. It attracted rep- 
resentative men from all portions @f the State, 
including Congressmen Stephensos and Guen- 
ther, D. B. Van Brunt of Horicon, H. O. Fair- 
child of Marinette, Joseph 8. Keyes, son of the 
„ boss ; E. L. Brown of Waupaca, Postmaster 
Moak of Watertown, H. B. Jackson of Oshkosh, 
J. H. Mead, the Sheboygan banker, and many 
others. 

Last night arrangements were completed for 
the reception. This morning the Committee of 
One Hundred, in charge of the Hon. E. 8. 
Elliott, accompanied by a large delegation of 
leading citizens, proceeded to the Union Depot, 
where they took aspecial train to Racine, at 
which point the distinguished visitor was 
met and escorted to Milwaukee. The 
train arrived at 1:30 and 
received with cheers by a large Goncourse ‘Sf 
people. Gen. Logan’s party consisted of Post- 
master F. W. Palmer and wife and Gen. Tor- 
rence of Chicago, Mr. Hall, private secretary 
to the General, and the Reception’ Committee. 
When the train was halted Gen. Logan ap- 
peared on the rear platform, and was intro- 
duced to the crowd by Mr. Elliott. He ex- 
pressed his gratification at meeting the citi- 
zens of Milwaukee and accepting the hospi- 
talities of a city which had grown from 
infancy to the dimensions of & metropo- 
us in a comparatively short space of 
time. The city’s population was largely com- 
posed of foreigners, but 25 per t of the 
inhabitants being Americans. was this? 
It was because America offered hOmes and op- 
portunities to men and women wich were de- 
nied them in the land of their nativity. What 
was the cause of this? Could it have been ac- 

ished under the Administration of the 
old mocratic party, with its free trade and 
red-dog currency? Could it have been done by 
a party whose theory of Government was the 
theory of British capitalists? It ld not. If 
such theory should obtain it would not be the 
country of the poor man, as it 1. Under the 
dispensation of the party h has con- 
trolled the country for the last twenty years 
the people have been better, more happier, 
and homes more secure. The policy that party 
has employed bas brought prosperity to the 
land, and for leng years the manufacturers, 
employés, and employers bave enjoyed under 
the benign influence of statesmen a continu- 
ous reign of prosperity. If this be true, why 
change? If we desire to carry out the work of 
that party which bas preserved the Union, 
which has crushed treason, why give the dis- 
charge of these trusts into other hands? 
Gen. Logan then briefly discussed the 
tariff; the question of proteption, and 
concluded by an eloquent reference 
to the protection afforded forei n Amert- 
can citizens in the land of their Dirth. Under 
Democratic rule, an American citizen of for 
eign birth was impressed into the service of the 
land whence he emigrated; did he return 
thither? But under Republican administration 
he was an American citizen, entitled to the 
privileges and immunities ot such in a foreign 
land. 

The train left for Madison at 2:45 in the after- 
noon, from which point Gen. Logan will return 
to Chicago, arriving there Thursday. 


ALONG THE ROUTE. 
ENTHUSIASTIC MULTITUDES, 

MILTON JUNCTION, Wis., Sept. 2.—A crowd 
of about 3,000 people, accompanied by a brass 
band, were at the depot at Waukesha to greet 
Gen. Logan as he passed through on his way to 
Madison. Gen. Logan being called upon to 
speak, after thanking the people expressed a 
desire to spend a few days in Waukesha, be- 


lieving that the waters of that place would be 
as beneficial to a politician as to others, As the 
train moved off the band played Marching 
Through Georgia’’ amidst much enthusiasm. 
At Whitewater an enthusiastic crowd of 
4,000 gathered at the depot. Many 
ple were on the tops of 
ouses ih the vicinity. The train stopped about 
ten minutes, and Gen. Logan was called upon 
to make a speech. He spoke with great earnest- 
ness, calling upon the people to support the 
Republicar party, and thereby insure a contin- 
uance of theif present prosperity. His remarks 
in reference to the numbers and prosperity of 
foreign-born citizens of Wisconsin were re- 
ceived with applause by the crowd, a great part 
of which were naturalized citizens.

AT MADISON. 
| HEARTILY RECEIVED. 

MADISON, Wis., Sept. 2.—(|Special.])—Gen. 
Logan arrived in Madison at 6:40 o'clock this 
evening by the regular St. Paul train from 
Milwaukee. The members of bis private party 
were Mrs. Logan, Gen. and Mrs. J. T. Torrence, 
Postmaster and Mrs. F. W. Palmer, and the 
Senator’s private secretary. Accompanying 
them on the train were the Milwaukee Commit- 
tee of One Hundred, Chairman Taylor and 
Secretary Payne of tne State Central Commit- 
tee, a large number of prominent Republicans 
from the lake shore districts, and the Madison 
Reception Committee, who bad gone out to 
Edgerton to meet the visitors. Fully 2,000 
people “were gathered at the West Madison 
depot, and all along the line of march the side- 
walks were thronged. The train was a few 
minutes behind time, but the party was soon 
placed in the carriages in waiting and the pro- 
cession proceeded up West Washington avenue 
headed by 150 maimed veterans on foot com- 
manded by Gen. Fairchild and five one-armed 
aides. A color guard carried several war-worn 
battle flags familiar to the distinguished IIIi- 
noisan during the dark and bloody days, 
and à brass band discoursed pa- 
triotic airs. Great enthusiasm prevailed ail 
along the route. The air was rent with cheers, 
and the progress was one continued ovation. 
A temporary halt in front of the Park Hotel 
was occasioned by a block in the street, and in 
a moment the crowds, now aggregating 4,000 
souls, broke over the barriers and surged about 
Gen. Logan’s open carriage, anxious to catch 
a closer glimpse of his face in the gathering 
gioom, and hundreds grasped his hands and 
those of Mrs. Logan in the few moments of de- 
lay. All the members of the party were es- 
corted to the Efecutive Mansion to be the 
guests of Gov. Rusk, except Gen. and Mrs. 
Paimer, who are quartered with Gen. David 
Atwood. 

AT THE STATE-HOUSE. 

After supper a non-partisan levee was held 
in the Assembly Chamber. Long before the 
advertised hour, 8:80 o’clock, the rotunda and 
corridors of the State-House were packed.

THE STATE CONVENTION. 


The Republican State Central Committee met 
tonight in secret session, together with a large 
number of leading Republicans representing 
all parts of the Commonwealth.

Davis of Min- 
nesota and Senator Cullom of Illinois were ex- 
pected, but illness has kept both of them at 
home. In the evening the first feature will be 
a grand procession of at least 2,000 torches 
and six or more brass bands. The proces- 
sion will form in .the Capitol Park at 
7:30 o'clock and march through the principal 
thoroughfares of the city. Positive informa- 
tion has been received that delegations will be 
present to participate in the parade as follows: 
Two car-loads and u band from Fort Atkinson; 
200 and a band from Richiand Centre; the Flam- 
beau Torch Company from La Crosse; 100 and 
a band from Beloit; 150 to 200 from Dodge- 
ville: 150 and band from Ja 
five to 100 from Bara

Stoughton; fifty from Oregon; seventy- 
five from Mount Horeb; fifty from Elroy; 
fifty from Reedsburg; a large number from 
Fond du Lac and Oshkosh; and several special 
trains from Milwaukee. Fireworks and colored 
lights will be displayed at principal points and 
in the procession. After the parade two meet- 
ings will be held in the State House—one in the 
Assembly Chamber and the other in the Senate 
Chamber. Gen. Atwood will preside at the for- 
mer and Gen. Fairchild at the latter. The dis- 
tribution of the speakers has not been arranged. 
The weather is fine tonight, and bids fair to 
continue brilliant throughout tomorrow. The 
prospects are good for the largest mass-meet- 
ing ever held at the Wisconsin Capital. The 
enthusiasm at Republican headquarters tonight 
is intense, and the thousands of visitors will go 
to their respective homes after this great jubi- 
lee with fresh courage and vigor for the prac- 
tical work of the campaign. 


' ELECTRICAL WONDERS. 


The International Exhibition at Phil- 
adelphia Thrown Open to the Pub- 
lic. 

PARILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 2.—[Special.|—Ten 
thousand people witnessed in thc Exposition 
Building in West Philadelphia today the open- 
ing of the International Electrical Exhibition, 
the largest ever held and the fourth of its kind 
since the great electrical exhibition in Paris in 
1881, when the indandescent light was still 
doubted, Siemens’ electric railroad only two 
years old, and the photophone fresh from the 
hands of Bell and Tainter. In the exhibition 
of today, however, there are 1,750 separate ex- 
hibits, the electrical wonders of the Nation which 
for fifty years bas ledin every practical electric 
invention. The main building, about one-balf as 
large as the great machinery hall of the Cen- 
tennial year, is more than half-filled by the dy- 
namos and machinery for making electric 
lights. The first exhibit in importance is the 
immense Edison dynamo, weighing thirty tons; 
then the United States Electric Lighting Com- 
pany, with its 600 incandescent lights and its 
numerous are lights of three grades. The 
Thompson-Houston system shows numerous 
lights. The Brush makes a large display, and 
the Bernstein Electric Lighting Company of 
Boston and the McTighe Company of 
Pittsburg furnish attractive features 
by their many lights. The exbibit by 
the Ordnance Bureau of the United States 
Navy Depariment, with its immense torpedoes, 
its powerful projecting lights, and its wouder- 
ful search-light for the discovery of obstruo- 
tions in harbors, attracts considerable atten- 
tion, while destructive devices have been in- 
vented for the blowing up of vessels. There 
are electrical clocks and musical instruments 
operated by the electrical current, machines 
for weaving, machines for sewing, and ma- 
chines tor electrotyping; the Roosevelt orgun 
in the gallery, with its electrical attachment 
and operated by an invisible organist. Noth- 
ing, however, to be seen in the way of 
electrical lighting equals in interest the 
electrical fountain. The opening ceremonics 
today were conducted by the Franklin Scivn- 
tific Institute. Opening addresses were made 
by Mayor Smith, the Hon. J. H. Boker, Senator 
Mitchell, and Col. Banes, Director-General of the 
exhibition. Gov. Pattison afterward turned 
the lever which set fountains in motion, ma- 
chinery stirring, and all over the building 
lights flashing. The exhibits were not all in 
piace, but crowds thronged the build 
throughout the day. Never by mechanic 
methods has there been witnessed so brilliant 
an illumination as was seen beneath the roofs 
of the Electrical building during the night. 
In all there were 50,000 incandescent and 350 
arc lights blazing from all points—a light equal 
to that of more than 1,000,000 candles.

The whole program was upset 
today by a telegraphic message forwarded to 
the Governor of New Jersey at the request of 
the Sage of Greystone, notifying him that the 
latter would be unable to endure the fatigue 
that would, in his epfeebied condition, be con- 
sequent upon the contemplated exercises. 
The telegram requested that the resolu- 
tions be transmitted to Mr. Tilden in 
writing. This is rough not only 
on the expectant politicians but on the 
members of the presentation committee, who. 
are either here or en route from their distant 
homes, A room had already been secured by 
telegraph by Chairman Henry in the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel for a preliminary meeting. The

complaint in the Blaine-Sentinel libel suit, and 
took the matter under advisement. The Senti- 
nets counsel set forth the weak piea that the 
complaint did not specifically charge that the 
alleged libelous article was written of and con- 
cerning James G. Blaine of Maine, and that the 
article was not libelous per se, and in order to 
recover the plaintiff must allege special dam- 
ages. Judge Turpie's argument tor the defense 
was ingenious and peculiar. He endeavored to 
show the court that the article was not libelous 
per se, and compared it to the Cleveland 
scandal, saying: The primary definition of 
the word seduction does not impart anything 


in relation to the sexes. A man may use se- 
ductive influences toward a man and a woman 
toward a man. It is published that Biaine 
betrayed a girl. To betray means to deceive. 
A man may betray a girl by telling her he has 


money when he has none; by telling her he is. 


unmarried when be has a wife and six 
children. There is no imputation in this 
article, but the court is asked to pre- 
sume that it was with respect to 
illicit intercourse. The article says that he 
only married the girl at the muzzie of a shot- 
gun. In other words, he married her under 


duress. Does that subject him to obloquy and 


suspicion? To my notion it subjects the par- 
ties who forced the marriage to oblocuy. It 
does not subject Blaine himself to punishment. 
If I give a note under duress, would that not 
subject the party who forced me to do 80 to ob- 
uy instead of myself?“ 
laintiff’s attorneys cited authorities touching 
libel, and Judge Claypool, who isa Democrat, 
in his speech said: It there was ever a 
lidel published against any man, couched in 
the lowest and most vulgar language, this is 
that libel.

‘“Wrereas, It is customary for a party or- 
ganization, in appealing to the people for their 
support, to announce the principles which it 
espouses and maintains; therefore 

** Resolved, First—That we regard the Consti- 
tution ana statutory prohibition of the liquor 
traffic, bot h in the State and Nation, as the most 
vital and important issue of the present time. 

**Second—We pledge ourselves as a party to 
use our best endeavors to secure the election 
to office ot men who believe in prohibition as a 
principle and who will use their official power 
for its adoption and enforcement. 

“ Third—We propose to modify ana amend 
the probibitory law of our State so as to render 
its enforcement throughout more effective and 
certain. 

* Fourth—We insist that the Government 
should use ail its constitutional power to 
abolish polygamy and traflic in intoxicating 
liquors in the Territories and in the District of 
Columbia, that it should issue no revenue per- 
mits for the sale of such liquors, and should 
prohibit Inter-State traffic in the same. 

‘* Fifth—We believe in civil-service reform, 
and that capacity and honesty and not party 
ties or personal favoritiem should govern 
the selection of men for all of- 
fices. We believe the Postmasters and 
Postmistresses of the country should be chosen 
by the people whom they serve; that United 
States Senators should be elected by the 
ple of the State; and that the President and 
Vice-President shouldbe elected by the popu- 
lar vote of the United States. 

„ Sixth—We believe women 
same right to vote as men, and, 
in the language of the Republican 
State platform of two years ago, we request the 
next Legislature to submit such amendment to 
the Constitution of the State as will secure to 
women the right of suffrage. 

“ Seventh—We believe that any discrimina- 
tion in race, color, or religion is contrary to 
the spirit of our free institutions and unworthy 
a Christian uation. 

“ Kighth—We are opposed to monopolies of 
every form and character, managed by the few 
to the detriment of the many; to grants of public 
lands to corporations, putting them beyond the 
reach of actual settlers; to the distribution of 
Government offices by Government officials: to 
legiziation that discriminates in favor of 
one section of the country or one class of 
citizens to the disadvantage of anotber; 
and to any system of taxation that increases 
the cost of the necessaries of life. We are 
therefore, in favor of raising revenue by tax- 
ing the luxuries and superfluities of life, thus 
laying the heavy burdens on those most able 
to bear them. We favor cheap postage, a 
sound National currency, and we regard the 
recent decision of the United States Supreme 
Court of the Legal-Tender acts as a final settic- 
ment of the currency question.”

THE FAR WEST. 


Five Men Supposed to Have Been 
Lynched—Conflagration at Helena— 
A Lady Orator. 

HELENA, Mont., Sept. 2.—Maj. J. W. Hath- 
away, just from Fort Maginnis, reports that 
last week a Missouri River steamer en route to 
Benton met five wen on a raft, and, believing 
them to be escaping borse-thieves, took them 
in charge. At Rocky Point, forty miles north 
of Fort Maginnis, the water became too low 
for the boat to proceed further, and the pris- 
oners were turned over to men on shore 
with instructions to deliver them to the 
Sheriff. It has since been ascertained 
that the men ashore were cowboys, and, 
as nothing more has been beard of the prison- 
ers, the conclusion is that they were hanged. 
That section is a cattle range, uninbabited ex- 
cept by cowboys, who are reticent concerning 
mortality among horse-thieves, so it is difficult 
to ascertain the facts as to the prisoners’ fate. 
Jerry Owens, a notorious borse-thief, is known 
to have been one ot the missing men. The 
names of the others are unknown. 

HELENA, Mont., Sept. 2.— Man advices report 
a threatened outbreak of Indians at Poplar 
River Agency in Northwestern Montana. Six 
thousand Indians stationed there fora year 
have been receiving only half rations. They 
managed to exist by eating their dogs and killing 
cattle on the ranges. Stookmen for the protec- 
tion of the herds withdrew as far as possible 
from the agency. This left the Indians with 
only the rations issued by the Government. 
They are hungry and discontented, and 
threaten unless better fed to go on the war- 
path, Maj. Hartz, commanding at Poplar 
River, believes an outbreak is imminent, and 
has called for reinforcements.

The Old Desperado Again at Liberty 
to Go On With His Killing. 

CHERAW, 8. C., Sept. 2.—|Special.|—When 
the Circuit Court for Chesterfielé County con- 
vened yesterday morning the court-room was 
densely crowded with spectators, the attrac- 
tion being the expected trial of Col. E. B. O. 
Cash for complicity as an accessory in the 
murder of Towu-Marshal Richards of Cheraw 
by Bogan Cash, his son. Considerable disap- 
poiutment was mavifested by the people waen 
it was announced by the Clerk that, owing to 
the non-arrival of the presiding Judge, the 
court would stand adjourned till today; but 
when it was ascertained that the State Solicitor 
had determined to nol pros the case against 
the old desperado the people's cup of disap- 
pointment and chagrin was full to overflowing. 
This action on the part of the State is strongly 
denounced by many of the leading citizens of 
the county, who openly declare that it will lead 
to the organization of a vigilance committee in 
Chesterfield. Cash is now free again, and, as 
his followers openly boast that every member 
of the posse that killed Bogan will meet a like 
fate, it is difficult to conjecture who the 
Colonel’s next victim will be. Col. Cash is 
seen every day by passengers on the train, 
pacing the platform at Cash's Depot with a 
Winchester ritze strapped over his shoulder. 
He is evidently looking for some person, but 
no one seems to know who. Another tragedy 
in Chesterfield County, with Col. Cash playing 
the leading part, may therefore bo looked for 
at any moment.

Execution of Martin Weinberger at 
Pittsburg for the Crime of Murder. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 2.~-[Special.]}—Martin 

Weinberger was hanged in the jail-yard of this 

county this morning for the murder of Louis 

Gutfreund, committed two years ago. Wein- 

berger and Gutfreund were peddlers and trav- 

eled together. One Sunday in the spring of 

1882 the body of Gutfreund was found in the 

woods near this city with a bullet in his brain. 

Three weeks later Weinberger came to the city 

and gave himeelf up to the authorities, claim- 

ing that the killing had been committed in self- 
defense, and was therefore justified. 

He was tried, convicted murder 

in the first degree, and sentenced 

to be hanged. Several attempts have 
been made to obtain a commutation of the 
death sentence. The minister interfered once, 

and as late as yesterday the Governor was im- 

portuned to grant areprieve. All these at- 

tempts were unsuccessful, and sbortly before 

II o'clock thie morning Weinberger was taken 

from his cell to the piace of execution. 

Have you anyth to tell mer“ inquired 
the Sheriff in an undertone as they walked to 
the jail-yard. 

“No, it's too late now.“ was Weinberger’s 
laconic answer. 

The four walked rapidly out into the jail- 
yard. The bright sun seemed to af- 
fect the prisoner's eyes, and he made 
a half unconscious movement to shade 
them with his hanas. It was observed that be 
wae dressed in au old suit which showed signs 
of hard usage and was plentifully patched. He 
wore no collar, and generally he seemed to 
havea negligent air about him. As the scaf- 
fold met his gaze, with the noose dangling from 
the cross-bar, there was not the slightest change 
in his manner. He did not Jean on the arm of 
the Sheriff as he walked down the steps of the 
jail and mounted the scaffold. ‘* Have you any- 
thing to say? again asked the Sheriff as he 
stood waiting for an instant, wits his hand to 
the noose. 

No.“ said Weinberger, in a quick tone. 

The noose was slipped over his head and the 

knot was placed behind bis neck. German 

quickly drew the white cap on his head and 
drew it closely under his chin. The Sheriff's 
foot pressed on the trigger, the drop fell, there 
was a dull sound, and the body of the con- 
demned man hung dangiing at the end of the 
rope. As the body fell the hands moved up- 
ward and twitched with a eonvulsive motion. 

He was pronounced dead in eighteen minutes. 

The body was immediately taken down and in- 

terred in the Hebrew burying-ground. Wein- 

berger is the first Hebrew ever hanged in this 
county, and, it is believed, the second in the 

United States.

The Attorney-General Appealed To on 
Behalf of Payne, the Oklahoma 
Boomer.

Wasnrnotor, D. C., Sept. 2.—[Special.|—A 
delegation of the importers of rags and per- 
sons connected with the paper trade bas ar- 


Acting Secretary of the Treasury, to recon- 
sider his peremptory decision that the importa- 
tion of rags of all kinds shall be absolutely 
prohibited for ninety days from Sept. 1. The 
argument of the importers is that they bave 
exercised the greatest care for more than a 
year in the purchase of rags; that none 
of the rags now in port or on the way to 
this country were purchased in infected places 
or even in the countries where cholera is 
epidemic; that some of them, notably those 
purchased in Egypt, have been cleaned by es- 
tablishments which some of the importers have 
erected at great expense in those countries; 
that such a sudden order without any previous 
notice to the tradeis agreat injustice, will 
cause much hardship and great loss, and that 
there is and can be no danger to health from 
the release of the cargd¢s which have now been 
put under embargo; that if such release can- 
not be secured the effect undoubtedly must be 
to somewhat enhance the price of paper 
and thus prove a public injyry. This 
in Outline is the position of the importers. It 
may be doubted, however, whether the Treas- 
ury will consider these arguments of sufficient 
weight to cause a removal of the embargo. 
The order was not issued until after repeated 
consultations with the health authorities, who 
deemed it but an ordinary measure of precau- 
tion on the part of the Governipent to prevent 
a possibility of the introduction of an epidemic 
by infected rags. 

This action of the department would unques- 
tionably be sustained by Congress if that body 
were now in session. There is a strong 
feeling in Congress in ‘favor of a 
law absolutely forbidding the importation of 
rags under all circumstances. Those Who have 
favored such legislation have insisted that at 
the best the rags which are purchased abroad 
come from localities where epidemics almost 
always prevail and where filth isthe normal 
condition of the population, and that there is 
always danger of some sort not only from the 
importation of such rags, but from the use 
even of paper produced from them. Some 
have gone so far as to insist that the chemical 
process of the making of paper even did not 
destroy the infectious character of some of 
these rags. In view of the fact, therefore, 
that the Treasury is supported by avery strong 
feeling in Congress, it may be doubted whether 
2 effort to secure a revocation of this order 
will prove successful. 


The Attorney-General Asked to Give 
Oklahoma Payne and His Men Their 
Legal Rights. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Sept. 2.—J. A. Smith, 
counsel for Payne and the Oklahoma invaders, 
today filed adocument addressed to Attorney- 
General Brewster at the Department of Jus- 
tice, calling attention to an act of Congress 
approved Jan. 6, 1883, which, it is ciaimed, has 
been overlooked or defied in the proceedings 
agninst Payne and his associates. This act 
provided for the holding of terms of the United 
States Court at Wichita, Kas., and it is con- 
tended by the counsel for Payne that the ju- 
dicial authority of that court extends over 
the tenitory whieh Payne 
document claims that Payne sbould 
have been arraigned at Wichita. It also sets 
forth that Payne and his followers are anxious 
for a speedy trial, but that they are held as 
M and deprived of the privilege of 

abeas corpus at the instance of rich cattle 
corporations, whose interests they have threat- 
ened by attempting to settie the country. The 

Attorney-General is urged to direct his subor- 

dinates to see that these men have all the 

legal rights to which they are entitled. 

A letter received here from Payne says him- 
self and associates are kept in the Cherokee 
country, across the river from Fort Smith, to 

revent the possibility of habeas corpus. He 
ays they could have reached Fort Smith by 
rail in one day, but that would have taken them 
through judicial territory wherein they could 
bave appeaied for writs of habeas corpus, and 
it was the determination of the authorities to 
deny them any such privilege. 


The Government Orders Supplies for 
the Starving Piegans at Blackfeet 
Agency. 


af Wasninotonr, D. C., Sept. 2.—Indian-Com- 


missioner Price has taken measures for the im- 
mediate relief of the starving Piegan Indians 
at the Blackfeet Agency, in Montana. The fol- 
lowing telegram was sent to Gov. Crosby of 
Montana today: 

In reply to your telegram to the Secretary 
of War I have to inform you that I have or- 
dered additional supplies to the Biackfeet 
Agency and ordered the agents to make them 
last until March 31 next, by which time I bope 
Congress will have made provision for addi- 
tional supplies. H. Prices.” 

The order referred to by the Commiasioner is 
as follows: 

** ALLEN, BLACKFEET AGENCY, M. T.: In ad- 
dition to the supplies mentioned in my letter 
of July 14 I have ordered shipped to you 20,000 
pounds of bacon, 8,000 pounds of beans, 2,000 
pounds of hard bread, 3,000 pounds of hominy, 
6,000 pounds of rice, and 2,000 poun’s of oat- 
meal, and bave directed the contractors to de- 
liverin addition 100,000 pounds of beef and 
75,000 pounds of flour. You can divide these 
supplies so as to last until March next. 

Pick. Commissioner.“ 

To secure the money necessary for the pur- 
chase of these supplies the Commissioner has 
been foroed to have recourse to the provision 
of a law allowing him to apply to the relief of 
the distressed Indians of one tribe any money 
that may remain unexpended of the sum ap- 
proriated for the maintenance of another tribe. 
Under this law, however, it was necessary to 
secure the approval of the President before 
the money could be so applied, and a letter 
upon that subject was addressed to President 
Arthur last week before the receipt of Gov. 
Crosby’s telegram.

Further Revelations Gleaned from the 
Diaries of Members of the Greely 
Party. 

WasnHinoTton, D. C., Sept. 2.—An army of- 
ficial who recently read portions of the diaries 
of the Greely party said today that they reveal 
amore serious condition of affairs than the 
survivors will admit. It seems that from the 
beginning ot the expedition there were dis- 
putes among the members of the party. These 
led to a division, whioh existed at the time of 
the rescue. When found there were two par- 
ties, one in charge of Sergt. Long, the other in 
charge of Sergt. Brainard, and they were liv- 
ing as separately as two tribes. Lieut. Greely, 
while an invalid, and during the last few 
months of Arctic life, was in the party headed 
by Brainard, who cared fer him daily. 
Diaries show that stealing rations was a com- 
mon practice. One says that Dr. Pavey stole 
them whenever an opportunity offered, and 
that he sometimes took such ag were appor- 
tioned to the indisposed members of the party. 
Atother times, when the men were sent to 
shoot birds and were successful, the diaries say 
that not all the birds killed were taken to 
camp, but some were concealed in the snow 
for the future use of the hunters. No men- 
tion is made of cannibalism in the portions of 
the diaries that have been read, and the officer 
who has seen them refuses to say whether or 
not any other member of the party than Pri- 
vate Henry is reported to have been shot. 
Army officials say the contents of the diaries 


will not be made public until an investigation 
is ordered.

Iowa. A 

MITCHELLVILLE, Ia., Sept. 2:—[Special.}—Corn 
crop in very best condition and maturing rapidly; 
will be out of the way of frosts by the 20th of Sep- 
tember except lute planting; 50 per cent better 
than last year at this time. The yield doubtiess 
will be from forty to seventy-five bushels per acre. 
Some farmers planted too much seed. and the ears 
are consequently small. The cool nights at pres- 
ent are adverse to the ripening. 

CHARITON, Ia., Sept. 2.—(Special.]—The condi- 
tion of corn is good on an average; some excep- 
tions; heavy growth of stalxs and superfiuity of 
shoots; now in hard roasting ear; excess of ruin 
keeping it in too green a condition for time of year. 
Progress of growth and development rather slow; 
nights too cool; will require fully thirty days to 
put the whole crop beyond frost danger; no husks 
fading yet; probable yield of Lucas County about 
forty bushels per acre. In quantity and condi- 
tion as compared with last year it is fully 300 per 
cent better judging from present prospects. 

RUTHVEN, la., Sept. 2.— [Special. I— Tue corn 
crop will probably yield an average of thirty to 
thirty-five bushels per acre. Two weeks will put 
it out of reach of frost; best prospect there has 
been for ten years. 

FoRT DovGy, Ia., Sept. 2.—[Special. Corn is as 
good so far as ever was known In this vicinity. The 
most forward is beginning to glaze. From ten to 
twenty days will give us asplendidcrop. The ears 
run out of the end of the husks, and all full and 
plump. Corn was frozen of about ten days earlier 
than this last year; that is ten days earlier in stage 
of corn. 

SEAKSRORQ., Ia., Sept. 2.—[Special.}—Corn is at 
least two weeks earlier than last year; 50 per cent 
larger; some farmers claim 75 per cent. The sea- 
son was unusually favorable for working it, and 
the ground is clean. For the last few weeks it hes 
been ratner wet for ripening fast, and night before 
last the wind-storm biew it down badly. Present 
indications are that it will be all ready to crib by 
Oct. 15—some of it sooner. Most of it will be 
pretty safe from frost in two week. 

IONIA, la., Sept. 2.—[Special.}—Oats and wheat 
were in good condition when harvested. Not 
enough thrashing has been done to estimate the 
yield. Corn is looking remarkably well; can't yet 
estimate the yield intelligently. 

SIGUURNEY, Ia., Sept. 2.—[|Special.]—The condi- 
tion of the corn crop in Keokuk County is excel- 
lent. The growth is large and strong. The ker- 
nels are well filled and clear out to the point of the 
cob. If it does not rain any more corn will mature 
in two or three weeks. The condition of the crop 
is far better than it was last year at this date, and 
will probably average forty-five to fifty bushels per 
acre. 

CLAY, Ia., Sept. 2.—[Special.]}—Corn was dam- 
aged by wind probably 2 per cent. The weather 
now is very favorable, Fifteen days of warm 
weather will carry the corn past the danger of 
frost. The average yield throughout the county 
will be forty-five bushels. -Quality and yield will 
be double what it was in 1883 if not hurt by frost. 

SIBLEY, Ia., Sept. 2.—[Special. Corn is well ad- 
vanced. In twenty days at most it will be out of 
denger of frost; the best prospects ever in this 
county. Dry weather in June enabled farmers to 
cleau their uelds of all weeds, and not so dry but 
what corn grew rapidly. The average yield will be 
forty bushels. Corn is more even thun in Lee 
County. All small grain (except few pieces of 
flax) is in the stack and very good average; wheat 
eighteen, barley twenty-seven, rye twenty, oats, 
fifty-eight bushels per acre; timothy about seven 
bushels, clover three All vegetables are good. 
Grass is very heavy. 


Kentucky Tobacco, 4 

CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 2.—[Special.]—A pretty 
careful investigation as to the condition of the 
Kentucky tobacco crop, made by one of the Cin- 
cinnati houses, indicates that the acreage is not as 
large as has been generally supposed. In the five 
Counties of Bourbon, Fayette, Jessamine, Scott, 
and Woodford it was reported early in 
the season that an aggregute of 20,000 
acres bad deen put in tobacco, which 
indicated an increase of about one-third over the 
usual acreage. The present estimate gives in these 
counties an aggregate of only 14,000 acres. South 
of Cynthiana, which is sixty miles back from the 
Ohio River, the crop is in excellent condition. 
Some of the fields are now being cut. Between 
here and Cynthiana the drouth damaged the crop. 


Michigan. 

HOLLAND. Mich., Sept. 2.—[Special.]—From re- 
ports gathered ail around here the corn crop con- 
tinues to promise an sbundant yield, the cold 
nights of late net having injured it in the “least, 
although retardipg its ripening a little. The soil 
for fall plowing and sowing could not be wished 
any more favorable than at present. Farmers are 
holding back their wheat crop on account of the 
low prices. Potatoes are also plenty and very cheap, 
selling at 25 to 30 cents per bushel. For the nicest 
hand-picked fall apples buyers offered but 25 cents 
per bushel, and farmers feel blue over the prevail- 
ing low prices, while they have their barns full 
with the choicest crops. 


The Red River Valley. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 2.—The wheat harvest in 
the Red River Valley is practically over, and with 
fair weather this week will see two-thirds of the 
grain thrashed or stacked. Farmers are simu)- 
taneously thrashing from stack and stacking to 
lessen the chances of future injury. The average 


yield is much better than last year and the grain 
in prime condition, being No. 1 and No. 1 hard. 
Farmers generally in excellent spirits. 


g Illinois. 

DECATUR, II., Sept. 2,—[Special.]~—The Wabash 
officers at this point are in receipt of reliable tele- 
graphic reports of the condition of corn in Central 
and Southern lilinois. The corn generally is re- 
ported in excellent condition. The statements of 
all agree that in ten days more there will be no 
danger from frost. The weather during the last 
two weeks in this section has been particularly 
favorable for the development of the crop. 


Wisconsin, 

MONROE, Wis., Sept. 2.—[Special.]—The outlook 
for corn in this viciaity is excellent, and, should 
the frost hold off for a week or 80 longer, the crop 
will be out of the way. The crop of small grain is 
good, though slightly damaged by wind before be- 
ing fully filled,

Arbor Vite Hedges. 

Carcaao, Sept. 1.—({Editor of The Tribune.| 
—As many peopie have moved into the suburbs 
and have bougut whet they purpose to be their 
future bomes, experience leads me to suggest 
that one of the first things to be done in look- 
ing tothe future adornment of those homes 
sbould be to start a small nursery of arbor 
vite trees, to be used in time for the forma- 
tion of hedges, to beautify their grounds as 
well as supply the place of a ciose fence. One 
thousand small trees from three to six inches 
high can be purchased at about a cent apiece, 
and would in afew years be large enough to 
transplant to form a hedge. If all were not 
wanted for a hedge, the balance could be sold 
at a very large profit, from 1,000 to 2,090 per 
cent. These small trees would take up but 
very littie room, and require very little care. 
If each individual.were willing to follow this 
advice and plant hedges round his lot, he would 
ina few years make the most unpromising- 
looking place attractive and pleasant. The 
arbor vite trimmed twice a year makes a much 
finer hedge than the English hawthorn, of 
which we hear so much.

A Deficit of Two Millions Re ported 
by the Wabash—A Smoke-Pre- 
venting Boiler, 


The Michigan Oentral Changes—A Surprise 
Party for Mr. A. R. Oalloway— 
Notes of the Road. 


Meeting of the Chicago East-Bound 
Pool—The Cutting of Rates Denied 
by the Pool Lines. 

The Chicago Committee of East-Bound Freight 
Traffic met yesterday at the office of Joint- 
Agent T. C. Moore. The live-stock and dressed- 
beef tariff was revised and the rates reduced to 
a basis of 20 and 32 cents per 100 pounds 
Chicago to New York, in accordance with Com- 
missioner Fink's instructions. The Chairman 
was instructed to issue a new tariff, taking 
effect Aug. 80. Regarding the division of bust- 
ness from roads over’’ to roads short,“ the 
Chairman stated that balances were evened up 
as specdily as possible, and he had no knowl 
edge of any inconvenience resulting therefrom 
or of any dissatisfaction among shippers. The 
contract provides that the balances shall be 
evened up in classes, and the Commissioner 
has no authority to reduce the same 
to eighth class equivalente without the 
consent of the roads. He recommended, 
however, that seventh, eighth, ninth, and tenth 
classes shail be evened up in kind at once, as 
they constitute the largest volume of business, 
but that the other classes shall also be used if 
possible to accomplish that result; otherwise a 
settlement shall be made in money at the end 
of each mouth. The reports that east-boufid 
dead-freight rates were being cut were dis- 
cussed. All the roads represented on the com- 
mittee declared that they maintained tariff 
rates, and that the charges against them were 
entirely unfounded. Although the opinion 
was expressed thut some of the roads were not 
as innocent as they pretended to be, yct no 
cefinit charge was preferred against any of 
the lines. It was the general opinion, however, 
that traffic on the Wabash & Hoosac Tunnel 
Line was being secured through cutting of 
rates, and,while there was no positive evidence 
of this, the mere fact of tneir taking so much 
business was considered suspicious. As the 
Wabash is not a wember of the Chicago east- 
bound pool, the committee could do nothing to 
stop the irregularities on the part of the Wa- 
bash & Hoosac Tunnel Line. 


Report of the Wabash, St. Louis & 
Pacific Road, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 2.—[Special.])—The 
report of the Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific Rail- 
road for the year ended June 30 last furnishes 
the following main facts: Capital stock, $50,- 
406,700; funded debt, $76,465,075; unfunded 
debt, $6,557,844—total liabilities, 8133. 429. 110. 
The whole length of track is given at 1,820.74 
miles. The whole number of employés is 11,- 
952, receiving an aggregate of $7,620,558. The 
total income from all sources is stated at $16,- 
170,406 and the total operating expenses and 
taxes $12,639,545. Counting additional charges, 
amounting to $6,295,655, the deficit of the year 
is stated at $2,093,235. 


A Locomotive Boiler That Is Expect- 
ed to Solve the Problem of Perfect 
Smoke Consumption. 

The Chicago & Northwestern is now giving 
trial to a new locomotive supplied with a Co- 
ventry boiler, which, if it does what is claimed 
for it, will solve the problem of smoke con- 
sumption on locomotives. The locomotive is 
a standard engine, with five-foot drivers and 
17124 inch cylinders, mounted with the new 
Coventry boiler. The boiler isa sixty-inch shell, 
of Otis one-hali inch steel, with a capacity to 
the water-line of 1,200 gallons of water. A 
very large amount of heating surface is ex- 
posed, having 143 two-inch fiues in the 
water and fifty-three three-inch flues above, 
part of which are in the water and part 
in the steam. The heat is carried from the fire- 
box through the lower or two-inch flues to the 
smoke-box in the front end, where it strikes a 
deflector and is returned the length of the 
boiler through the upper three-inch flues toa 
smoke-box next to the cab and ejected from 
the stack in that portion of the boiier. Thus 
by the heat traversing the boiler twice it acts 
as a partial super-heater in returning through 
the three-inch flues, and better combustion is 
secured, the heat being longer retained and 
given a chance to expend all its usefulness in 
the mass of steam and water, instead of being 
shot by an immense draft directly up the 
stack. The present standard boiler is 
well-known to be avery wasteful one, losing 
all the gases and finer particles of coal; but 
with the Coventry boiler all this wasted matter 
is consumed. The draft in the boiler is said to 
be steady, and no sparks or dust are emitted 
from the stack. It is stated that the locomo- 
tive on trial is making forty-six to forty-eight 
miles with thirty cars and one ton of coal, thus 
saving 20 to 25 per cent of fuel over ordinary 
engings. ' 


The Changes in the Freight Depart- 
ment of the Michigan Central. 

The announcement in yesterday’s TRIBUNE 
that Mr. J. A. Grier had resigned, or was about 
to resign, his position of General Freight 
Agent of the Michigan Central, and that Mr. 
Alexander Mackay, General Freight Agent of 
the Chicago & Atlantic, would be his successor 
caused general surprise in railroad circles, and 
many doubted the correctness of the report.

Threatening Condition of Affairs in 
New York—Breakers Ahead. 

New York, Sept. 2.—(Special.|—Despite the 
statements everywhere current today that act- 
ive hostilities had broken out among the roads 
in the trunk-line pool the situation was prac- 
tically unchanged. It is undeniable, however, 
that all the indications point to serious trouble 
both in passenger and freight business in the 
near future unless heroic measures are resort- 
ed to to prevent any extension of the demoral- 
ization now ruling. At all the general offices 
the schedule is firmly adbered to, and pretty 
much all the business is transacted at the of- 
fices of the brokers and scalpers. The rate 
to Chicago today was $16, and allie the 
“cut” offices were Going a large business. At 
Commissioner Fink's affice the agents in charge 
of both the passenger and freight departments 
declared there was nothing new, and ridiculed 
the report of au actual outbreak at Chicago. 


| The Pennsylvania Company still maintains its 


attitude towards the scalpers and brokers, and 
travelers by this route are obliged to pay full 
rates. The Wabash still asserts that no cutting 
is done over its road, but it is said to be 
selling tickets direct to St. Louis over 
the New York Central at $17.25, the 
regular rate being $22.25. This is 
claimed to be only what is necessary to meet 
the scalpers. and the reduction is claimed to be 
paid direct to the traveler, instead of going as 
a commission to the broker. The scalpers say 
there is no intention of boycotting the Wabash 
on account of the refusal to receive the tickets 
now inthe bands of the scalping offices, and 
which were issued at the time the war began— 
when the Wabash opened its line to Chicago. 


The Louisville & Nashville Financial 
Plan. 

New York, Sept. 2.—The Louisville & Nash- 
ville financial plan provides for the issue of 
$5,000,000 6 per cent 10-40 bonds, secured by 
mortgage on the railroad and the property, and 
$5,000,000 preferred stock non-accu mulative, en- 
titled to share in any further dividend after 
both the common and preferred shares receive 
5 per cent. This will make the company’s cap- 
ital $25,000,000. common and $5,000,000 pre- 
ferred. The new bonds and stock are to be of- 
fered to present shareholders, for which pur- 
pose the company’s books will close Sept. 20. 
The officiuis do not deem it advisable to state 


the terms upon which they will offer the new 
issues. 


Louisville, New Orleans & Texas. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Sept. 2.—[Special.|—The 
Louisville, New Orleans & Texas Railroad, 
which is to be run in connection with the Ches- 
apeake, Ohio & Southwestern, and which will 
connect Memphis with New Orleans direct, is 
nearing conipletion. The last spike will be 
driven Friday at a point about 115 miles south 
of this city, and through trains will be running 
between Memphis and New Orleans over the 
line by the latter part of this month.

Mr. W. J. Jackson, claims clerk of the Chi- 
cago & Grand Trunk, returned from his wed- 
ding tour in Canada yesterday, and the em- 
ployés of the Traffic Manager’s office (freight 
department) presented him with an elaborate- 
ly carved cherry buffet sideboard. 


The gross earnings of the Illinois Central for 
the third week in August were as follows: Lili- 
nois and Southern Divisions, $222,474; Iowa 
Division, $31,242; whole line, $253,716. For the 
corresponding week last year the gross earn- 
ings were: Illinois and Southern Divisions, 
$238,278; Iowa Division, $38,204; whole line, 
$276,482. 

It is stated that Mr. George C. Kimball, late 
General Manager of the Chicago & West Mich- 
igan, is to be General Superintendent of the 
Union Pacific Railway. This position has been 
vacant ever since the resignation of General 
Superintendent J.T. Clark a few years ago, 
since which time the Superintendents of the 
various divisions bave had full charge of their 
respective districts. 


Mr. G. B. Sherman, General Manager of the 
Red Line, gives notice that it has been decided 
to allow Red Line divisions to Brockville, Ont., 
to remain in force, and freight for that point 
may be contracted and way-billed as hereto- 
fore. For freight consigned to points north of 
Brockville quoted in Red Line tariff as way- 
billed to Brockville, with arbitrary rates be- 
yond, special application should be made to the 
Red Line general office for such arbitrary ratcs. 

A private dispatch from Saratoga received 
bere last evening states that the meeting of the 
Transcontinental Association was unable to 
transact any business owing to the refusal of 
the Santa Fé to enter into any arrangements 
until the tripartite complications are adjusted, 
Consequently the meeting resolved to adjourn 
until the committee recently appointed by the 
Western Managers in this city to prepare a 
plan for the settlement of those troubles holds 
its meeting. Mr. McMullin, the Chairman of 
that committee, bas not yet called the meeting, 
owing to the inability of agreeing upon a date.

Some time ago complaint was filed by Ste- 
phen R. Moore of Kankakee with the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners alleging that the 
Kankakee 4 Indianapolis Railroad, now the 
Cincinnati, Indianapolis. St. Louis Chicago, 
refused to show its books of stock transfer to 
the Town of Kankakee, which claims to own 
$30,000 of stock in the road, and charging a 
violation of the act of the last Legislature re- 
quiring railroad companiesto keep books of 
stock transfer open in this State, A contro

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| DISSATISFIED. MINERS... 


Militia Sent into the Ohio Coal Region 
The Authorities Anticipate Fur- 
ther Trouble. 


Coupmaus, 0., Sept. %.—[Special.J—Gov. 
Hoadly was asked this evening by Tus Turin 


UNE representative his estimation of the situa - 


tion in the valiey, based on bis observations 
during the trip, to which he replied: 

think that the aspect of things is rather 
threatening. While the number of persous lm- 
plicated in the disorderly proceedings has been 
greatly exaggerated, still there is an element 
among the striking miners who are disposed to 
give trouble. I do not think they intend to 
murder and destroy property, but they are in- 
tent upon annoying the working miners and ob- 
structing the work. I have no doubt that but for 
the presence of the guards the strikera would 
have forced every miner out of the mines. [ 
do not think the situ@tion so serious as Sheriff 
McCarthy seemed to regard it. He seemed to 
think the Logan jail was in danger, but I do 
not. I place great reliance upon the judgment 
of Judge Friesuer, who accompanied me yes- 
terday, He does not think the situation is so 
serious as has been represented. However, I 
have furnished threo companies of soldiers, 
and will send a fourth this even- 
ing, out of abundance of caution, pre- 
ferring to give the Sheriff’ the benefit 
of the doubt and be on the safe side. Thero is 
no telling when the trouble will end. It may 
continue indefinitly. Col. Dill will go down to- 
day and take charge of the force on duty, and 
I will be guided by his judgment from this 
time.” 

A telegram was received from Capt. Teal, 
commanding Company A, Seventeenth Regi- 
ment, at Longstreth, stating that the Columbus 
& Hocking Coal & Iron Company, which had 
been subsisting his men up to the present time, 
had announced that they must subsist 
themseives from this date. Capt. Teal 
theretore asked that the State furnish 


subsistence, a regimental surgeon, etc. He 
also stated that he bad telegraphed thé Gov- 
ernor asking him for two or three more com- 
panies at that point, adding that the arrival of 
Company A prevented an attack last night, and 
that troubie is expected tonight. Col. Dili ane 
swered that he would bring down one addition- 
al company this evening, and that Quartermas- 
ter Guitner of the Fourteenth Regiment weuld 
accompany him with subsistence, and that a 
regimenta! surgeon would go along. 


THE GOVERNOR'S INSTRUCTIONS, 


The following are the instructions of the 
Governor to Col. Dill; 


COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 2.—Col. T. T. Dill, Assistant 
Adiu'ant-General, Columbus, O.: In view of the up- 
plication for reinforcements made by Capt. Teal, 
Company A, Seventeenth Regiment Ohio National 
Guard, now stationed at Longstreth, I have decided 
to send Company K, Fourteenth Regiment, to. 
Longstreth, and to put you ln command of the en- 
tire force now in the Hocking Valley. You will 
station this force at such points as reliable infor- 
mation may lead you from time to time to believe 
to be in danger. The object of the force is to pro- 
tect life and property, and the moment you ascer- 
tain that there is no further occasion for the 
use of the force in the valley, I shall be glad to 
withdraw it. You will consult freely with the 
Sheriffs of Hocking, Athens, and Perry Counties, 
and act strictly under the civil authorities. If you 
require reinforcements at any time inform me by 
telegraph and they will be furnished at once. If, 
on the contrary. you find it possible to spare any 
part ot the foree, you will do so as soon as you 
can dispense with their services. It is very desir- 
able that law and the supremucy of the civil aue 
thorities be restored as speedily as possible.

I notice 
he is not in the habit of expressing himself 
until be gets information sufficient to clearly 
comprehend the situation, which I believe he 
does now.“

sistant Adjutant-General Dill are that every- 
thing is quiet, although a large number of the 
striking miners can be seen on the streets of 
the various towns. 

A SLIGHT DISTURBANCE. 

Gore, O., Sept. 2.—Everything is quiet here, 
and no attack is anticipated in the daytime. 
About 100 strikers moved on Buchtel last 
night and fired on the guards. The fire being 
promptly returned the strikers flied. No cas 
ualties are reported. The strikers report seven 
of their number wounded in the attack at 
Longstreth Sunday night, two fatally. 
bridges being threatened, a patroltrai 
kept running all night. 

THE SITUATION AT COAL CENTRE, PA. 

PrITTsBURG, Pa., Sept. 2.—[Special.|—The 
campers at Coal Centre did not visit any of the 
fourth-pool mines this morning. This is ‘the 
first time since the tents were pitched that the 
men who go to work at daybreak were not in- 
terviewed by the strikers. Sheriff Chambers 
came to Wood’s Run on the II o’clock train 
and paid the camp a friendly visit. Hew 
heartily welcomed by the campers, who called 
on him for a speech. He declined the honor, 
however, and in a quiet way talked the mat- 
ter over. He assured the § strikers 
that as long as they kept within 
the limits of the law they would not 
be disturbed, but be emphatically stated thas 
the men who wanted to work must not be in- 
terfered with. He returned to Coal Centre om 
the 2 o’clock train, and will remain there for an 
indefinit time. Deputy-Sheriff Rodgers accome- 
panies him. Committees are busy at work today 
formiug another camp at Courtney, the place 
where the Hungarians got off the train yester- 
day. A brass band isto be in attendance to- 
morrow, and a big demonstration is expected. 
The advent of the Hungarian coal 
miners in the. Monongahela Valley has caused 
no little talk among labor The general 
sentiment was voiced by 
the Miners’ State Association, who said it was 


very injudicious for the operators to 3 


foreign labor at a time when thore is sq 
much excitement and ill-feeling. A rumor was 
in circulation this afternoon to the efféct that 
Gov.

PINGREE, the Republican candidate for 
Governor of Vermont, was elected yesterday 
by 20,000 to 25,000 plurality. The other Re- 
publican State officers, with the exception, 
perhaps, of Lieutenant-Governor, received 
much larger majorities. Mr. Pingree was 
opposed by the Independents and Anti- 
Monopolists. The vote was not quite 80 
large as in 1880. The plurality is 
greater by 1,000 than in 1882, and is 
fully up to the average Republican plural- 
ities of State elections for the last ten years, 
and is, in proportion to the vote cast, as large 
as that given for Farnham in 1880. The 
Legislature which will elect a successor to 
Senator Morrill will be overwhelmingly Ke- 
publican. There is no doubt that the ma- 
jority for Mr. Blaine in November 
will be much larger than that 
given for Pingree yesterday. Then 
the full Republican vote of the State will be 
polled, and the majority will be 25,000. The 
result of yesterday’s election is, for the Dem- 
ocrats, a mortifying falsification of the state- 
ment that there was a serious Republican 
disaffection in Vermont, owing to Senator 
Edmunds’ defeat at the Chicago Convention. 


Fx-SecreTany Kirkwoop, who was in 
Garfield’s Cabinet with Mr. Blaine, was in- 
terviewed yesterday dy a TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent at Iowa City on the Pound bolt.“ 
He said Pound's statements in his bolting let- 
ter are so wildly extravagant as to show 
their utter unreliability. Pound, he says, 
seems to hold Mr. Blaine responsible for all the 
mistakes of the Republican party for the last 
twenty years, including the six years in which 
the Wisconsin statesman thinks he was a 
prominent Republican member of Congress. 
Pound also attributes to Mr. Blaine all the 
evils arising from stock-gambling in New 
York and grain-gambling in Chicago, and 
Mr. Kirkwood is astonished that the solitary 
Wisconsin bolter does not hold Mr, Blaine 
responsible for all the wind and hail storms 
and cyclones of the last two or three years. 
The ex-Secretary of the Interior intimates 
that Mr. Pound has a personal grievance 
against Mr. Blaine which he ‘ nurses as 
some men nurse a pet boil, and with the 
same effect upon his temper.”. Pound dis- 
likes Mr. Blaine for the triends he has made, 
and they constitute almost all the Republican 
party, which possesses much the greater 
portion of the brains and conscience 
of the country. Mr. Kirkwood quotes 
from Senators Dawes and Hoar in 
eulogy of Mr. Blaine, and recalls the 
fact, which Mr. Pound and others like him 
seem to forget, that Gen. Garfield, who knew 
Mr. Blaine thoroughly for many years, chose 
liim as the chief of his Cabinet in 1881 with 
the approval of the whole Nation. The War 
Governor of Iowa concluded his interview 
with the remark that when Mr. Pound’s boil 
gets well he will wish he had not written 
that letter against Mr. Blaine. That will be 
about the night of the 5th of November. 


THE OHIO CAMPAIGN, 

The result of the State election in Ohio is 
undoubtedly to be regarded as the most po- 
tent factor in the National campaign. Ohio 
is now the only October State. It is pivotal 
in its location, the character of its popula- 
tion, and in the close balance of power be- 
tween the two chief parties. Democratic 
success in Arkansas or Republican success in 
Vermont has no special significance. To 
carry Maine in September by a fair majority 
will be encouraging to the Republicans, but 
the great event of the National struggle will 
be the October election in Ohio. 

The Democratic managers understand all 
this. ‘They propose to concentrate their 
forces in Ohio, to spend their money there, 
to do individual and detailed work to secure 
votes, and to stand or fall, sink or swim, sur- 
vive or perish, by the result in that State. 
If they shall lose Ohio they will virtually 
abandon the fight for Cleveland—that is to 
say, they will spend no more money and 
make no more special efforts, for they will 
acknowledge themselves beaten. But if they 
carry Ohio in October they will be abig to 
raise abundance of money to prosecute the 
campaign in Indiana, New York, New Jer- 
sey, and Connecticut, and they will proceed 
with more confidence of suecess than they 
have hadin any campaign during the last 
twenty-four years. . 

It is to be hoped that the Republican man- 
agers will become thoroughly alarmed at the 
danger of losing Ohio in October. Such an 
apprehension will infuse more energy, ear- 
nestness, and ingenuity into their side of the 
fight than could be obtained from any other 
condition. Anything like confidence may be 
fatal to them. It will not do to underesti- 
mate the strength of the enemy. The Dem- 
ocrats must be met at every point. The re- 
sults which they expect from the lavish use 
of money in Ohio must be neutralized by a 
thorough canvass of every city, town, village, 
and school district, and so complete a system 
of inspection that fraud and even personal 
treachery in behalf of the Democratic ticket 
will be detected and prevented. Every man 
who wants Blaine elected must act as a sek. 
tinel. All local dissensions, all side issues, 
all personal squabbles must be suppressed. 
The Republicans of Ohio must remember that 
the Presidential struggle is practically being 
fought out on their territory, and that Re- 
publican defeat in the Nation will be threat- 
ened if difference of opinion on local or per- 
sonal matters shall imperil a Republican ma- 
jority in any locality in the State. 

The most significant revelation in the Dem- 
ecratic plans is the announcement that the 
brewers and distillers—not only of Ohio, but 
of the entire country—have made up an enor- 
mous campaign, fund, amounting to nearly 
half a million dollars, to be used exclusively 
in Ohio for the Democratic cause. The sa- 
loonkeepers of the State are also thoroughly 
organized for the work, and it is said that 
their asscciation numbers 80,000 men, every 
one of whom is to be an active Democratic 
worker. Here is the most formidable demon- 
stration of political power ever made by the 
liquor interests. These interests are ani- 
mated by a broader motive than mere local 
success, They hope and expect that, if the 
Democrats can carry Ohio. in October, they 
will gain possession of other States and pre- 
pare the way for the repeal of all restrictive 
measures regulating the liquor traffic. The 
brewers and distillers aspire to extend their 
influence in Congress as well as State Legis- 
latures. They are making common cause 
with the Democratic party in order to 
use it for their own purposes. If, in the 
face of this fact, the temperance men of Ohio 
shall divert votes from the Republican ticket 
to the prohibition hobby they will bring upon 
themselves and their cause the severest blow 
they have experienced since they went into 
politics, Democratic success in Ohio will 
mean the triumph of the liquor interests, not 
only in that State, but throughout the coun- 
try. The prohibition issue has no place in 
the National campaign, but the aggressive 
attitude of the liquor classes should warn the 


days. 


everywhere, and, most of all, in Ohio. 

If the Republican managers get thoroughly 
scared about Ohio they can carry the State, 
but if they remain confident and lethargic 
they are in danger of losing it. If the peo- 
ple of Ohio can be convinced that the fate of 
the National election rests upon the issue of 
their October State election, and if Demo- 
cratic effort and corruption be met and ex- 
posed at every point, Ohio will go Repub- 
lican. But the Republicans must mass their 
forces in that State as efficiently as the Dem- 
ocrats and make it the battle-ground for the 
Presidential fight. 


NOT A GOOD AMERICAN. 

Americans who have been laying the flat- 
tering unction to their souls that the cruelty 
of the English landlords was an exhibition 
of British depravity which had no counter- 
part in the humane bosoms of our own coun- 
trymen may acquire a little humility by ob- 
serving the conduct of the American million- 
aire, Winans, who has leased a strip of Scot- 
land that reaches across from sea to sea. 
The papers have from time to time for years 
past chronicled the evictions made by Mr. 
Winans in true British style among the 
hapless natives of the Highlands, The pres- 
ence of these poor creatures on the land of 
their forefathers now controlled by him is as 
obnoxious to the American landlord as to 
any of the Dukes to the manor born. 

A pitiable appeal for justice and mercy has 
just been made by the crofters and cotters of 
the Highlands, and has been translated from 
their Gaelic into English. ‘‘We are poor 
peasants,” they say, ‘‘cultivating small plats 
of land in the North of Scotland, and in the 
islands thereabouts. We are threatened 
with eviction because we cannot pay our 
rents in full. We cannot pay because we 
have been rack-rented for generations, and 
thus prevented from saving and from accu- 
mulating capital. We have been gradually 
deprived of the use of our peat and turf for 
fuel; of heather, rushes, stones, and ferns 
for building purposes and repairs of our huts; 
of seaweed for manure, and of grass on the 
commons for our beasts. All these we croft- 
ers had in common from time immemorial. 
No one interfered with us in the old days, 
but as land became more valuable the land- 
lords laid claim to all these things. Our fore- 
fathers were too shamefaced to go into court. 
And now where can we crofters, made pau- 
pers, gét money to obtain our rights? And 
without money who can get justice? 


„We are not lawyers, factors, fiscals, or 
secretaries, whose words have different 
meanings. We are,” say these simple 
minded people, ‘‘simple Christians. We ad- 
mit we often find it impossible to pay our 
rents.“ Their idea of the remedy is simple 
but clear enough, ‘‘ We want a law passed 
at once to prevent evictions where rents have 
been too high and where rights in the soil 
given us by God have been taken away from 
us by the law of man for the sin of our 
fathers in not having the knowledge, ability, 
and money to maintain their rights in court. 
We desire that, in future, rents shall’ be 
fixed by the courts, and not by factors, 
lawyers, and gamekeepers. Poverty is no 
crime. We would pay our rents if we could, 
and we could if justly treated. Why should 
we be evicted by the policemen of those who 
have robbed us, as if we had robbed them ?” 

His calmness must be considerable who can 
turn without indignation from this pathetic 
ery of the wronged to read in the Scotch pa- 
pers just at hand of the evictions which Mr. 
Winans is still carrying on among his High- 
landers, His latest performance is a suit to 
evict one Murdoch Macrae, a crofter of Kin- 
tail, who persists in grazing his lambs on the 
land where his forefathers grazed their lambs 
hundreds of years ago. Mr. Winans is re- 
ferred to by the Scottish press as the Amer- 
ican land-grabber.”” The crofters and cotters 
of Kintail are greatly excited by his proceed- 
ings, and threaten a raid into his deer forests 
to kill his deer if he persists in killing men. 
It is a pity this millionaire American, suckled 
on the declaration that all men are born with 
equal rights to life, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness,” could not leave to native and 
hereditary oppressors the continuance of the 
work of exterminating the hardy peasantry 
of the Highlands. It is poor business for an 
American and a miserable misuse of Amer- 
ican money.

COWARDITOUE OR BIGOTRY. 

The Democratic managers are making this 
an apologetic campaign, ‘They are forced to 
do so on account of their candidate. During 
his brief and inglorious political career he has 
committed so many blunders, so often offended 
publie sentiment, so consistently acted against 
the best interests of the people, that the 
speeches of the Democratic gtump orators are 
in nearly every instance elaborate but hardly 
successful pleas to furgive Cleveland for his 
past errors—to give him another chance. 
They promise he will do better. 

It was in this spirit that Gen. Collins, Sen- 
ator Jones; Gen. Bourke, and William J. 
Hynes addressed the so-called Irish meeting 
at New York’ the other night. The 
speeches were all ad misericordiam ap- 
peals to the Irish-Americans to have pity 
and merey on Cleveland and the Demo- 
cratic party, including the eminent ora- 
tors themselves, who have large hopes 
based on Dan Manning’s promises, which 
are being plentifully scattered around nowa- 
zen. Collins, as leading counsel for 
the accused, mapped out the plan of cam- 
paign, repeating his apology for Cleveland 
delivered at Albany a few weeks ago. He 
tried to shelter the Buffalo ex-Sheriff behind 
that much-abused instrument, the New York 
State Constitution, and dwelt at considerable 
length on the defeat of the Freedom-of-Wor- 
ship bill through Cleveland’s efforts. 

It has been broadly charged that Mr. Cleve- 
land meanly intrigued against the passage of 
this measure. He said it would embarrass” 
hiin if it came before him for signature. He 
sent his friend Chapin, Speaker of the New 
York Assembly in 1883, to the promoters of 
the bill to beg them to drop it, and in case 
they should prove obstinate to threaten a 
veto on the ground of unconstitutionality. 
The bill was dropped that session. It was 
reintroduced last session. The Christian 
Union and other Protestant journals 
of New York urged the passage of 
the bill on the ground that it was but jus- 
tice to the Catholics to permit their priests to 
visit Catholic inmates of the State institu- 
tions as Jong as they did not in any way in- 
terfere with the discipline. The late Charles 
O'Conotr and Chief-Justice Church of the 
State Supreme Court, had examined the bill 
and pronounced it constitutional. This fact 
was conyeyed to Cleveland, who then wrote 
toa prominent Catholic clergyman of New 
York City begging him to use his influence 
to have the bill withdrawn, as it would dgain 
‘‘embarrass” him, The clergyman in ques- 
tion refused to comply with this cowardly re- 
quest. ‘The bill passed the Senate by a vote 
of 22 to 4. Cleveland then called in the 
services of the bread-and-butter brigade. 
He sent for all his Catholie officeholders and 
directed them to do what they could to stran- 


gle the bill in the Assembly. They slavishly 
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acted on Cleveland’s jnstructions and suc- 
ceeded, ) 


Gen. Collins cannot explain Cleveland’s ac- 
tion in this matter to the satisfaction of his 
Irish Catholic audiences without misrepre- 
senting the facts, and he boldly does that. 
He says: I am assured that had the bill 
come before Gov. Cleveland he would have 
signed it.” This is the way he tries to get 
out of it. Unfortunately for Cleveland, there 
is ample evidence that he said he would veto 
the bill on the ground that it was sectarian 
and contrary to the Constitution, and one of 
his Irish special pleaders, Gen. Martin T. 
McMahon of New York, since Mr. Collins’ 
defense, has said that the Governor had no 
doubt that the bill was sectarian, and that it 
would be his duty to vetoit. What, then, be 
comes of Collins’ defense? Does he mean to 
assure the public that Grover Cleveland 
would attach his signature to a bill that he 
knew was sectarian and unconstitutional ? 
Mr. Collins did not explain this inconsist- 
ency at the New York meeting, though pub- 
licly challenged to do so by the New York 
Catholic Review. 

Of course the pretense that the measure is 
unconstitutional is the veriest nonsense. It 
really but gives effect to the constitutional 
provision guaranteeing religious liberty. 


Similar bills have been passed into law in 


Maine, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota—in nearly all the Northern 
Republican States—and are now in force. 
Cleveland’s course in this matter can only be 
accounted for on the theory that he was 
afraid to sign the bill lest he might offend a 
few bigots, or that he himself is 4 narrow 
sectarian. Gen. Collins and his friends can 
therefore excuse Cleveland’s course on the 
ground of cowardice or bigotry. Which shall 
it bo? a 


„NONE OF YOUR BUSINESS.” 

These are the words which Carter Har- 
rison addresses to the people of Illinois 
when he is interrogated about the most im- 
portant local issue involved in the State elec- 
tion. The proof of it will be found in the 
following extract from an interview with 
him Friday: | 


Are you in favor of the repeal of the Har- 
per law? 

It is none of your business. I am not run- 
ning for for the Legislature, tut for an ex- 
ecutive office—that of Governor—and it is 
known that I don't tell in advance whether 1 
will veto a bill or not. If electe Governor I 
will not interfere with tLe legislative officers. 
I have never done it as Mayor exvept I wanted 
something done that was directly for the city— 
made a recommendation on the subject.“ 


That Harrison understood and appreciated 
that his curt reply was addressed not merely 
to Tur TRIBUNE’s reporter but to the peo- 
ple is sufficiently evident from the explana- 
tion he proceeded to make. He contends 
that the people have no right te know how 
he stands on the State license law. He might 
with much more propriety insist that it is no 
business of the people of Illinois what his 
views are on the tariff, or the pension laws, 
or the National Government’s fereign policy. 
Harrison will not be able to influence Na- 
tional affairs whether he be elected Governor 
or not. But it is of vital importance 
to the citizens of Illinois to know 
whether he is in favor of the repeal or the 
retention of the Harper law. Under the 
operation of that act the cities and towns of 
this State are receiving over four and a half 
millions of revenue annually, thus lightening 
the burden of the taxpayers to that large ex- 
tent. The law has also reduced the number 
of saloons in the State by more than 4,000, 
and it holds those which remain toa stricter 
accountability on the seore of decency and 
good order. Yet Harrison has the imperti- 
nence to tell the people of Illinois that it is 
„none of their business whether or not he 
intends to use his influence, if elected Goy- 
ernor, to secure the repeal of this law. 

The pretension that the Executive of the 
State has nothing to do with the law is fraud- 
ulent, and nobody knows it better than Carter 
Harrison. The State Constitution provides 
that the Governor ‘‘ shall take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed.” But Harrison 
says to the people: It's none of your busi- 
ness whether I intend to execute and enforce 
the Harper law or not.” The Constitution 
also provides that the Governor shall com- 
muni¢ate with the Legislature at certain 
times and shall recommend such measures 
as he shall deem expedient.”” But Harrison 
contends that it is no business of the people 
whether or not he designs recommending to 
the Legislature the repeal of the Harper law. 
It is notorious that Carter Harrison as Mayor 
of Chicago has interfered personally in 
munie¢ipal legislation more than any Mayor 
Chicago ever had, and both his character and 
past career warrant the inference that he 
will pursue the same course in regard to 
State legislation if he shall ever become 
Governor. But it is none of your busi- 
ness,” voters of IIlinois, whether he will in- 
terfere in behalt of or against the Harper 
law. 

Tar TRIBUNE has endeavored in vain to 
secure from Harrison a public expression of 
his intentions in regard to the State license 
law. He does not hesitate to whisper to the 
brewers, the distillers, the saloonkeepers, 
and the bummers privately what he intends 
to do if elected. He is reported to promise 
them that the Harper law shall be repealed 
if he be elected Governor. That is the pivot 
of his campaign—the basis upon which his 
campaign fund has to be raised. But he 
knows that there are fully 100,000 Demo- 
cratic voters in the towns and rural districts 
of Illinois who would refuse to vote for him 
if he were to admit his designs against the 
Harper law. Hence his silence and evasion, 
He wants to obtain votes under false pre- 
tenses which he would lose if he talked 
openly as he talks secretly among his cronies 
and to the dram-sellers, He has grown irrita- 
ble on the subject at last, and when asked tells 
the public it is none of their business. He 
is mistaken about it. The people will make 
it their business. IIIinois has more interest 
in this single question than in all other State 
matters at this time. Citizens who believe 
in the Harper law will construe Harrison’s 
answer as hostile to it, and they will be 
right. Harrison's election will mean the re- 
peal of the Harper law, the loss of a million 
of revenue in Chicago and four millions more 
in the State, the resurrection of 5,000 dead 
doggeries which the act has abolished, and a 
forfeiture of all the benefits and advantages 
which the high-license system is conferring 
on the people of the whole State. 


One of the most important items of news 
we have had for some time from London is, 
that the English owners of Wabash stock do 
not take kindly to the proposal of the Wa- 
bash wreckers that an assessment of $8 a 
share should be paid by the stockholders to 
pay off the floating debt. The floating debt 
is another name for the claims of Messrs.

The English 
stockholders are incredulous about the origin

ing debt, they were issuing returns of earn- 
ings and bulletins to prove that the Wabash 
was earning 6 per cent clear. Who knows, 
the English say, whether there really is any 
floating debt? Who knows whether, if there 
is, we are responsible for it? Who knows 
how much money this $4,000,000 of floating 
debt actually represents? Messrs, Gculd, 
Sage, Dillon, and Humphreys may not 
have put a dollar in cash into the treasury of 
the road every time they issued its note to 
themselves for a dollar. If there is a float- 
ing debt the stockholders may not be liable 
for it; it may be shown to be the personal 
matter of the gentlemen who have been fat- 
tening in the treasury of the company. If 


the company needs money to reéstablish it- 


zelt let it make the trustees, who issued its 
stocks and bonds to themselves for nothing, 
pay for those stocks and bonds. Let the 
trustees, who made fortunes by buying rail- 
road trash cheap and selling it at an enor 


mous advance to their trust, be compelled to 


disgorge their profits. When the swindlers 
have been compelled.to make restitution of 
all they have stolen it will be time to call on 
honest men to throw good money after bad 
into the Wabash sink-hole of iniquity. This 
is the English reply to the impudent demand 
that they should submit to another robbery 
because they had been robbed over and over 
again. There is a tone of manliness and 
good sense about it that is refreshing. That 
is the kind of talk needed just at this mo- 
ment in this wieked world; and it is to be 
hoped that before the whole of the United 
States has been pocketed by a few thieves the 
American investor will have plucked up the 
courage or the character to use such plain 
language when it is called for. 


THE official report of the proceedings of 
the recent Republican National Cenvention, 


printed by order of the Kepublican National 


Committee, has just been issued by Rand, Mo- 
Nally & Co. of this city, making a volume of 
202 pages. In its arrangement and typograph- 
ical appearance the work is a model for all suc- 
ceeding publications of this kind. The record 
is certified to by Charles W. Clisbee, the Secre- 
tary of the convention, as being the only offi- 
cial publication of the proceedings. To insure 
the most complete accuracy, Mr. Clisbee sub- 
mitted the proof-sheets to the special revision 
of each prominent participant. So far as can 
be seen from a basty comparison of the official 
record and the newspaper reports, the conven- 
tion orators do not seem to have gone outside 
the jurisdiction thus conferred by adding to or 
taking from their spoken words, as the average 
member of Congress is wont to do when al- 
lowed to exercise his own sweet will on the 
Congressional Record. The names of delegates 
and alternates from the several States and Ter- 
ritories, classified by districts, and those at- 
large, together with their post-office addresses, 
are substantially correct, although even a 
hasty glance shows a wrong initial, the ab- 
sence of a necessary second initial, and the 
mutilation of a sirname here and there—errors 
which could have been avoided by consulting 
Tue ,Tripune’s carefully-prepared list. One 
feature of the record which is perhaps the 
surest test of its correctness is the reproduc- 
tion, with almost photographie accuracy, 
of the side-splitting colloquy between Messers. 
Frank Conger and Perry Carson, the two Dis- 
trict of Columbia delegates who found it so 
dificult to agree on the momentous question 
as to which of them should be assigned to 
memberships on certain committees. The 
work also contains a brief history of the con- 
vention, an accurate diagram of the hall, the 
list of the Committee on Notification, the no- 
tification speeches and replies, and Mr. Blaine’s 
and Gen. Logan's letters of acceptance. The 
index at the end of the volume, while much 
fuller than that contained in previous publica- 
tions of this kind, and in that respect a notice- 
able improvement on the one of four years ago, 
nevertheless falls short of what is demanded 
in a work of this sort, subject to frequent con- 
sultation by the poiiticians of all parties. The 
index to the present record is rood—unusually 
wood—as far as it goes. Its only fault is that 
it doesn't go farenough. Compared with the 
last, however, its superiority over that apology 
for a ready reference is a cheerful promise of 
further improvement in this direction here- 
after.

‘ ENGLISH OFFICERS DEPART FOR EGYPT—PLAN 


OF THE CAMPAIGN. 

Loxpox, Sept. 2.—(S8pecial.}|—Confusion 
reigned today at the military ciubs and the 
War Office consequent upon the departure of 
the officers who are starting for service in 
Exypt. Crowds of friends gathered at Charing 
Cross and Victoria Stations to bid them good- 


ithe Peninsular & Oriental steamers were 
go crowded that it was almost impossible to 
get a passage, all the berths and cabins being 
engaged. The Government today issued the 
oficial. program of the expedition, which is 
more remarkable for what it omits 
than for what it contains. The expedi- 
tion will rendezvous at Wady Halfa, 
from whence tt will proceed to Dongola should 
the advance be necessary for the safety of 
Gen. Gordon. As to any advance beyond that 
point the document its silent. Whether the 
force will cross the desert from Debbeh or fol- 
jow the Nile route by Amu Hamid and Berber 
jg not stated.

Valentine Baker 
jeaves London shortly for Egypt, where he will 
be unofficially attached to Gen. Woliseley's 
staff, the Government being afraid of the out- 
cry which would be raised if he was officially 
appointed.

THE FRANCO-CHINESE TROUBLE. 

There is much uncertainty as to the future 
tactics of Admiral Courbet. Whether ne con- 
templates an attack on Canton is yet unknown, 
and it is rumored that the French Government, 
emboldened by the “present state of public 
feeling, is preparing some grand coup de théa- 
tre which will still further inflame the enthu- 
asm of the French Nation.

A GERMAN MILITARY REVIEW—THE KAISER'S 
FAILING STRENGTH. 


A grand review of German troops took place 
at Potsdam today in celebration of the four 
teenth anniversary of the surrender of the 
French at Sedan. Emperor William appeared 
on borseback to review the troops, but was 
overcome with fatigue when the parade was

SALE OF THE CHINESE MERCHANT FLERT. 

Lonpon, Sept. 2.—The Times’ Foo Chow cor- 
respondent telegraphs that the Chinese mer- 
chant fleet sold to Russell consisted of twenty- 
six: steamers, aggregating 23;544 tonnage. 
The company was started twelve years 
ago, and was under the patronage 
of Li Hung Chang, who obtained loans from 
the Government, to whom the company was in- 
debted 2,000,000 taels ($3,000,000). Their busi- 
ness was mainly India and China vent- 
ures to London and San Francisco, but 
it proved a failure. The managers engaged in 
speculations outside their proper business, to 
the disadvantage of the company. The long 
time during which these practices were in 
operation led to serious financial difficulties, 
and the unfortunate condition of China 
served to increase the troubles. The sale of 
the merchant fleet has ended one of the most 
important steps in the industrial progress of 
the Chinese Empire.

Richard Torrens, K. C. M. G., is announced. 


[He was the son of the late Col. Robert Torrens, 
formerly M. P. for Ashburton and Bolton, and was 
born in 1814. He was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, but his name does not appear in the list of 
Dublin graduates. He was appointed in 1841 Col- 
lector of Customs in South Australia and a non- 
elective member of the Legislative Council of that 
colony. He 1852 he became Treasurer of South 
Australia and was elected the first member for 


sequently appointed Chief Secretary and Registrar- 
General of the colony, with the interests of which 
he had been 80 long identified. He was chosen in 
the Liberal interest as member for the Borough of 
Cambridge atthe general election of December, 
1868, but lost his seat at the generai election of 
February, 1874. The honor of Knighthood was 
conferred on him in 1872 in recognition of his 
colonial services, and more especially in connec- 
tion with the Registration of Titles to Land act 
firet enacted in South Australia.

COLLISION OR STREET-CARS. 
SEVERAL PERSONS SEVERELY INJURED. 

New York, Sept. 2.—(Special.]—Two street- 
cars collided at Grand and Forsyth streets, do- 
ing considerable damage and injuring several 
passengérs. A Grand-street car was turning 
the corner, when a Second-avenue car came 
bowling along, and before the driver could 
check his horses the two cars came together 
diagonally, end of. The crash was tremen- 
dous, and in a moment the wildest excitement 
prevailed. The horses were rearing and fran- 
tically plunging about, while most of the pas- 
sengers lay on the grouud under the horses’ 
feet, and ruins}; of the cars were strewn 
about. Nearly every seat in both 
cars was wrenched ftom its fastenings 
and piled in confusion on the streets and ad- 
joining sidewalks. Many of the passengers 
were seen to be badly bruised, and for a mo- 
ment it was believed that some of them had 
been killed, as they were seen lying motionless, 
with blood streaming from ugly wounds. The 
injured were removed to the station-house 
with the ambulance which had been sum- 
moned from Chambers Street Hospital. Nearly 
all the passengers in the Second avenue car 
were found to be more or less cut from the 
splinters or bruised by their involuntary tum- 
bie to the street. Only two required treatment. 
Five of those in the Grand street car were se- 
riously injured. 


TELEGRAPHIC. 
A CONSULTATION ON THE BANKERS’ & MER- 
CHANTS’ AFFAIRS. 

“New York, Sept. 2.—([Special.]|—The repre- 
sentatives of the Baltimore & Ohio, Bankers’ 
& Merchants’, and Postal Telegraph Companies 
discussed today, at the office of the Bankers’ & 
Merchants’, No. 18 Broadway, means to be em- 
ployed to assist the last-named company in its 
present straits. After the conference was over 
Mr. Lawrence of the Bankers’ & Merchants’ 
said that ail the companies were in accord as 
to the necessity of carrying out the pooling 
agreement of Aug. 1, and that the embarrass- 
ments of the company would be relieved at an 
early day. D. H. Bates, President of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Company, said the 
rumors that the compact was to be broken were 
untrue, and that if any such disposition ex- 
isted—-which he denied—it was exceedingly 
doubtful if it could be done. Mr. Cummings 
of the Postal concurred in what Mr. Bates 
stated, and added that the compact would be 
adbered to and made stronger than ever. 

Henry Rossner, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Postal Company, said there 
bad been no dissatisfaction among the compa- 
nies, and that the talk about excluding 
the Bankers’ & Merchants’ from the pool 
was absurd. It was, true that, 
owlng to its financial troubles, it had not been 
able to comply with the terms of the pool by 
furnishing its quota for the extensions or- 
dered, but this was in process of settlement.

MOURNING CREDITORS. 
DISAPPEARANCE OF A BUILDER. 

New York, Sept. 2.—/Special.]—Samuel 
Lowden, a builder, is said by his creditors to 
have run away with a large amount of money 
belonging to them. His departure from this 
city took place Aug. 21, when he told the man- 
ager of his business that he was ‘‘ going ona 
fishing excursion.’’ Before going away he col- 
lected or dre from the bank, according to 
their statement, more than $30,000, so that he 
is well provided for any journey he may have 
decided to make. Lowden had an office 
on Forty-fourth street, near Sixth 
avenue, and he was engaged in extensive 
building operations. The report of the 
flight of Lowden caused much excitement 
among the contractors and builders in the city, 
and especially among those with whom he had 
small accounts. No motive can be assigned 
for tis flight. The most plausible theory of bis 
action to many friends was that he had become 
hopelesiy entangled in debt. The amount of 
his indebtedmess was said tonight to be about 
$80,000. Lowden is about 50 years old, mar- 
ried, and was one of the largest builders in the 
city. His reputation as a business-man was 
excellent. 


IMPORTED RAGS. 
MEETING OF DEALERS TO TRY AND FIND A 
WAY OUT OF THEIR THOUBLES. 


New York, Sept. 2.—[Special.)}—A meeting 
of the paper-stock importing trade was held 
today at No. 126 Duane street to take action in 
regard to the order of the Secretary of the 
Treasury prohibiting the importation of rags. 
About forty leading firms were represented. 
W. H. Parsons, President of the American Pa- 
permakers’ Association, C. C. Woolworth, and 
Edward Goodwin Jr. were appointed a com- 
mitte, with full powers, to endeavor to secure 
such a fodification of the Treasury rule 
as would afford reasonable protection to the 
trades. It was stated that an enforcement of 


the order for thirty days would: make rags 
scarce and would cause a rise in the price of 
paper. The order would bear most heavily on 
those who had cargoes of rags now afloat. 
The committee will go to Washington tomorrow 
and then meet a similar committee appointed 
at a meeting in Boston yesterday. The com- 
mittees will go before the Secretary of the 
Treasury and endeavor to secure a modifica- 
tion of the order.

Lieuts. Greely and Ray Handsomely 
Eutertained by Members of the 
Association, 


Both Gentlemen Read Papers on Their 


Arctic Experiences to the Geograph- 
ical Section.

An Address to Lieut. Greely—Spirited Dis- 
cussion on the Subject of Colonial 
Independence. ) 
A BANQUET. 
LIEUTS. GREELY AND RAY HONORED. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 2.—[Special.}—This 
evening the complimentary lunch to Lieut. 
Greely tendered by the members of the Britisn 
Association was heid in the Windsor Hotel. A 
distinguished company to the number of about 
fifty sat down. Gen. Henry Lefroy presided, vith 
Lieut. Greely and Mrs. Greely on bis right and 
Lieut. Ray on his left. The vice-chair was filled 
by Capt. Bedford Pim. The lunch was served in 
the best style, and as soon as the inner man 
was refreshed Sir Henry proposed the first 
wast, that of The Queen.”” The next toast 
was that of The President of the United 
States.” Both were drunk with great enthu- 
slasm. 

The toast of “The Army and, Navy of the 
British Empire” was then proposed, Sir Henry 
Lefroy remarking that in the British service 
the navy led the way in any project tending to 
Arotio discovery, but it was left to the army of 
the United States, which Lieut, Greel y 
80 ably represented, to surpass the feats of the 
English navy and carry the flag of the United 
States four miles nearer the pole than the flag 
of England. The toast was responded to by 
Gen. Laurie of Halifax, N. 8., who said that he 
had no doubt but that England would respond 
to the challenge and endeavor in friendly 
rivalry to beat their kinsmen in the race to the 


pole. Admiral Onmaney responded for the 
navy. 


THE TOAST OF.THE EVERKING. 

Sir Henry Lefroy then arose, and said it was 
witb hesitancy and deference he proposed the 
toast of the evening. It was with admiration 
they bad beard of the progress of Lieut. Greely 
in his heroic endeavors to reach the goal which 
had foiled the elforts of Franklin, McClintock, 
Ray, Nares, and others. Tue news of the 
failure of the first expedition carrying relief to 
Lieut, G rooly, and his brave comrades was 
known by the British people. They felt as 
keenly the non-suecess and rejoiced ag greatly 
as did the people of the United States when the 
news was received that a portion, though a 
small one, of the original party was saved. He 
then proposed the toast of The Distinguished 
Guests.“ coupling with the toust the names of 
Lieuts. Greely and Ray and that of Mrs. Greely. 
The toast was drunk with great enthusiasm. 

LIEUT. GREELY’S RESPONSE. 


Lieut. Greely upon rising was greeted with 
great applause. He said: 


Mr. PRESIDENT, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: 
J nee@ scarcely say that this flattermę vecop- 
tion from the representative men of one of 
England's most distinguished societies touches 
deeply my feelings as a soldier and as a man. 
It is not alone that you represent the science 
and learning of England and the world, and 
the home of those daring seamen and explorers 
whose vames and whose deeds have become 
household words throughout the world—Hudson, 
Baflin, Cook, Nelson, Parry, Franklin, and a 
score of others among the dead, and of Mo- 
Clintock, Nares, and Markham, and last but 
not least he whose name was oftenest on our 
lips when praying for relief during the last 
terrible winter—Bedford Pim. What those 
men have.done the whole world knows. That 
you should deem aught that I have done 
worthy to be placed with the deeds 
of those iilustrious men must always 
be @ source of pride to me. For 
three centuries England maintaiued against 
the world the honor of having gone thefar- 
thest noith. Step by step every advance was 
made by Englishmen. New England's grand- 
est colony presses to the front, but none the 
less honor to England, for at the price of her 
sons’ lives and by their toil the path was 
cleared. But for Beaumont’s dauntless pluck 
and indomitable energy in 1876 Lockwood 
would never have made his great northing 
in 1882. I have during a quarter of a 
century's service, as becomes a soldier, been 
jealous of my honor. I have striven to main- 
tain it in the field fighting and bleeding for my 
country, at the desk studying and discussing 
scientific data, in the Arctic Circle pursuing 
ecientifie and geographicai work, or, later, 
stranded by adverse fate and starving and 
freezing upon a barren coast. This marked and 
publie testimonial of your approval cannot fail 
to make me doubly jealous of it in the days to 
come. 

LIEUT. RAY. 

Lieut. Ray said: 

Mr, Presipent, LADIES, AND GENTLEMEN: 
Iam proud and happy to be here tonight, one 
of the honored guests upon this occasion— 
proud that the little services I have rendered 
to the cause of science should be deemed of 
sufficient moment to be so recownized by our 
honored Chairman and his scientific associates. 
As to coupling my name with that of my gallant 
comrade, we moet today on “mutual 
ground, recognized by all civilized hations. 
The broad fields of science, expilora- 
tion, and discovery are open to all. 
Here men lay down their arms and by gallant 
deeds and faithful work strive to have their 
names enrolled with the gallant dead who have 
gone before, should they die, or to be wel- 
comed as we are tonight by the gallant living. 
Englishmen have never yet failed to recog- 
nize and honor & brave man, yen though 
he be a foe, and though he may some 
times win the race and in the struggle 
plant his country’s flag high among the ice- 
crags around the pole, his welcome is none the 
less bearty than would bave been accorded to 
an Euglisbman had he done the same decd; 
and we shall long remember that when the cry 
tor bélp for our starving comrades flashed 
around the world it was Englisa ships that 
made the rescue possible, and that Eugland's 
Queen sent the stanch Alert to help break 
their icy prison. The men who bave died in 
this work died not in vain. They gave their 
lives that we might learn some of Nature's se- 
crets, and their example will spur the living to 
better deeds and better lives; and no man will 
read how Lockwood, Rice, Eilison, and others 
died without ‘thinking better of his 
race. While we welcome the living who 
were brought back to us from the 
verge of the grave, let us remember the 
honored dead, who to pass the icy gute on the 
Queen's highway paid toll with their lives. 
They passed Markbam in the race and scored 
four miles more on the road to the pole. Their 
sled-tracks have faded away trom the ice- 
bound coast,their snow buts have falleu in, but 
their names will live to add to the glory of 
be English-speaking race, > 
' Lieut. Ray 2 the conclusion of his speech 
was heartily cheered. 

AN ADDRESS TO LIEUT. GREELY. 

Sir Henry Lefroy then presented Lieut. 
Greely with the following informal address: 

“The undersigned, on behalf of many warm 
friends aud admirers, and as represent 
ing various professional aud scientific 
pursuits, desire to express to you their 
appreciation of the courage and devotion 
which characterized your conduct during 
the trying circumstances of your late Aretic 
service. We trust that your health may toon 
be restored, and that you will long be spared 
to tender, as during your past distinguished 
career, those valuable and devoted services to 
your great country which have already placed 
you among the ge 1 hw) Ae ex-

The Chairman then called upon Capt. Pim to 
read letters of apology for abeence from Mr. 
John A. Macdonald and the Hon. Adolph E. 

Sir 
John said it would nave afforded him extreme 
pleasure to be present to testify his appre- 
ciation of the courage, devotion, and ability 
shown by Lieut. Greely. Mr. Caron said that

A LIVELY DEBATE. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 2.—[{Special.}—In the 
Economical section matters becaige lively dur- 
ing the discussion on Bourne’s paper on Colo- 
nial Independence.”

CANADIAN LIGHTHOUSES. 

In the Mechanical Science section, W. Smith, 
Deputy Minister of Marine, Ottawa, read fa 
paper on the lighthouse system of Canada. 
The maintenance of the lighthouse system of 
Canada last year cost $455,853. The cost of 
construction since confederation was $1,955,- 
620. At confederation there were 198 light- 
houses and two  fdg-whistles in the 
Dominion, but this year there would 
be 570 lighthouses and thirty-six fog- 
whistles. In the whole of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland there wero only 
350 lignthouses, under three different boards. 
He showed that the cost of maintaining the 
service was provided for, not by a tax upon 
shipping, as in Europe, but by a direct charge 
upon the revenue of the.country. 

FACTORY LEGISLATION, 

Mr. Coot Taylor read a paper on factory ler- 
islanon, insisting upon the necessity of a ciose 
inspection to secure safety from machinery 
and shorter hours. 

In the ensuine discussion E. M. King objected 
to legislation being directed principally to the 
case of women, as it caused factory-owners to 
deny them work. 

Mrs, Howett thought women would be sub- 
jected to disadvantages while without the 
franchise, and was glad to know that Sir John 
A. Macdonald favored its extension to them. 

A TRIUMPHAL ENTRY, 

The Geographical section was undoubtedly 
the most popular of the sectional meetings yct 
held. and the attendance was considerably 
lurger than at any meeting during the conven- 
tion. This was, of course, due to the fact 
that Lieuts. Ray and Greely were to 
contribute the results of their expedi- 
tions, and the members of the association 
mustered in force as much to show their re- 
spect for the American explorers as to gratify 
their own curiosity. There were fully 500 per- 
sons present, and the gymnasium in which thg 
meeting was held was crowded to the doors. 
Upon entering Lieuts: Greely and Ray 
were escorted to the platform by Gen. 
Sir Henry Lefroy in the chair and Lady 
Lefroy, Col. Rhode, Mr. P. L. Sclater, Vice- 
President of the section, Admiral Sir Erasmus 
Omnanmy, Capt. Bedford Pim, R. N., Sir John 
Hall, Dr. Cheadie, Earl of Rosse, Lady Clara 
Rayhigh, Principal Grant, Mr. Sanford 
Fleming. C. E., R. T. Haliburton, the 
Rev. Abbe Lafiam me, Dr. Hurl- 
burt, the Rev. Canon Carver, D. D., 
Mr. John Ball, Mr. J. G. Calmer, Secretary of 
the Canadian High Commission to London, Mr. 
Trelawney Saunders, the Hon. Mr, Stocett, Mr. 
W. W. Smith, Deputy Minister of Marine, and 
other leading members of the association and 
prominent citizens. As the . explorers 

up the room they were greeted 
loud applause and cheers, 


which only subsided on the Chairman calling 
order. 
LIEUT, RAY'S EXPERIENCES AT POINT BARROW. 

This gentieman, amidst renewed applause, 
refer to the pleasure he experienced in wel- 
coming two such intrepid spirits on behalf of 
the British Association, and called upon Lieut. 
Ray to read bis paper. 

Lieut. P. H. Ray, U. 8. A., then read the fol- 
lowing interesting paper on Arctic experiences 
at Point Barrow: 

That part oi the American coast lying be- 
tween Behring Straits and Point Barrow is too 
well known from the reports of English ex- 
plorers to require further description from me, 
but that region lying between Yakar and 
the Arctic Sea had never before been 
explored until visited by my party in 
1883. Accompanied by two natives, I made au 
expedition 160 miles due soutb from Point Bar- 
row, striking Meade River sixty miles above its 
mouth, and followed up its course until I came 
in sight of a low range of mountains tending 
northwest and southeast, dividing the north- 
east watershed from that of Kotychrie Sound. 
From this point I was obliged to turn back, as 
my native guides refused to go further, as 
they had never before been so far into the in- 
terior, and to them all unknown land is peopled 
with imaginary enemies. I found the country 
lying along the coast level. 

A DESOLATE REGION. ; 


„About 100 miles back it was slightly undulat- 
ing, low ravines tending northeast and south- 
west, and the whole region a labyrinth of small 
lakes, lagoons, and streams, and in summer 
impassable to any one but natives with their 
kyack, as all that part which is not covered with 
water becomes like a wet marsh when thawed 
by the summer sun, into which the traveler 
sinks down to the frozen earth at every step. 
The region is uninhabited and is only 
visited by a few natives from Noo- 
wook and Ooglaamie in winter in pur- 
suit of reindeer along Meade River, but 
we saw several ruinsof winter huts very old, 
and the natives here all agreed that this 
region was once inhabited, but the people had all 
perished from famine. There is no soil to 
support vegetation, and the earth was found 
to be strongly impregnated with salt down as 
lar as we excavated—a depth of thirty-eight 
feet, : 

NO OPEN POLAR SEA—AN ANCIENT ICE-DAM. 

„After two years’ careful observation I am 
well satisſled that there is no open Polar Sea 
from the fact that the temperature of the 
sch-water is unvarying from the time the sen 
closes in October until it opens in July, 
which could, not well be the case if 
there was a large body of warm water lying 
around the pole, and the atmospheric condi- 
tions were found to be such as would not exist 
near a large body of open water, as in the win- 
ter clouds were rarely seen, except to the south 
and west, and there is no precipitation except 
frozen mist that drifts in from over the ocean, 
which is simply condensed vapor rising from 
the cracks opencd by gales and tides. The dam 
of ancient ice so often noticed by explorers 1 
think can be fully explained. We found 
that seven feet was the maximum thick- 
ness of ice formed over the still water 
of the sea or inlet of the Arctic Ocean to 100 
feet in thickness, which is very rough on the 
surtace, being acted upon by violent gales dur- 
ing the winter, which opens cracks of ali di- 
mensions from a few feet toa mile in width. 
These freeze) over with great rapidity. As to 
the temperature of the water, it stands at 29° 
Fuhr.“ 

Sir Henry Lefroy, in calling on Lieut. Greely, 
said, amidst unbounded enthusiasm, that the 
British Association felt honored in being able 
to honor Lieut. Greely as a brave ex- 
plorer who bad surpassed the brilliant 
achievements of a glorious line of predecessors 
and had been successful in the honorable desire 
to plant bis National flag nearest to the North 
Pole, thus exceeding the noblest efforts ever 
made. Referring to the persistence of purpose 
shown by Greely’s party by bringing back the 
pendulum apparatus. he remarked that there ig 
nothing nobler in the annals of scientific hero- 
ism than the determination of these hungry 
men to drag the cumbersome box along their 
weury way. 

PAPER BY ’LIEUT. GREELY. 


It was fully two minutes after rising to his 
feet before Lieut. Greely could speak because 
of the enthusiasm. In introducing his 
paper he remarked that he was surprised to 
learn that the ground did not thaw lower at 
Lieut. Ray's station. which was 10 
further south than bis own, where the 
ground thawed to a much greater depth— 
namely: twenty to thirty feet. In regard to 
an open poler sea be differed from Lieut. Ray. 
He did not believe that there was 4 navigable 
sea at the pole, but was of opinion that there 
is open water somewhere about. Lieut. Gree 
ly’s paper, entitied “Recent Distoveries in 
Northern Greenland and in Grinnel) o Land,” 
was as follows: | | 

The geographical work of the Lady Frank- 
lin Bay expedition covers nearly three degrees 
of latitude and over forty de of longi- 
tude. Starting from lat. 81° 44’, long. 84° 45’, 
Lieut. Lockwood reached, May 18, 1882, on the 
north coast of Greenland, lat, 83° 24’, 
long. 40° 40%, From the same starting 
point he reached to the south in May, 
18883, in Greely Fiord, an inlet of the 
Western Polar Ocean in latitude 80 48’, longi- 
tude 78° 26. His journey to the Northward re- 
suited in the addition to our charts of a new 
coastline of nearly 100 miles beyond the 
farthest point seen by Lieut. Beaumont of the 
Royal Navy. It also carried Greenland over 
forty miles northward, giving that continent 
much greater extension in that direction 
than it had generally been credited with. The 
vegetation resembled that of Grimpeil Land. 
Among the specimens brougbt back the Arctic 
poppy and several saxifraxes were identified at 
about the eichty-third parallel. Traces of the 
Polar bear, the lemming, and the Aretic fox 
were seen, and a hare and ptarmigan were 
killed. At the farthest point north a snow 
bunting was heard. Journeys were made by 
Lieut. Lockwood and myself ac Grinnell 
Land and made inquiries into its physical con- 
ditions which may bave been Are unsuse 


pected. Betweén the heads of Areber and 
Greely Fiords, a distance of some seventy miles. 
stretches the perpendicular front of an immense 
loe cap which follows closely from east to west. 
The uadulations of the surface of ice con- 


formed closely to the con 

country, so that the variations iu 

the ice cap were inconsiderable. In 

sixty miles but two places were found where

ice cap, extending southward, covers Grin 
Land ulmost entirely from the eighty-first par- 
allel to Hayes’ Sound, and from Kennedy 
Channel westward to Greely Fiord on the 
Polar Ocean, In connection with the line 
of perpetual snow, I may say 
Mount Arthur it was not far 
3,500 feet above the sea.

The Ontario Conspiracy Cases. 

Toronto, Ont., Sept. 2.—/Special. The 
Royal Commission in the conspiracy case re- 
sumed today. After Burgess, Deputy Minister 
of the Interior, and McDovgal, Auditor-Gen- 
eral, were examined, Blake, Crown counsel, 
suggested that the commission might not pur- 
sue the investigation further than in regard to 
Bunting, Wilkinson, Kirkland, and.

GAS FIRING. b 

Vice-President Randolph presided at the 
meeting of the Western Society of Engineers 
yesterday afternoon. John Zellweger read a 
paper on Gaseous Fuels,“ devoted to the new 
method of utilizing fuel known as gas firing, 
by which solid fuel is transformed into heating 
gas (without the production of coke or char- 
coal) in what are called gas-producers, and this 
fuel-gas is burned with a proper supply 
of alr in suitable gas furnaces. An im- 
portant feature was the recuperator, 
which absorbs and returns to the 
furnace chamber heat. that in ordinary 
furnaces is wasted through the stack, Not the 
least to be considered was the entire consump- 
tion of smoke—in faet, there could be no smoke 
except by improper manipulation, as the fuel 
was made into gas and that in turn eonsumed. 
Mr. Zellweger said furnaces in which the 
principles he was explaining were employed 
were in use at the Chicago Smelting-Works, in 
Armour's packing-house, at the Elgin Watch 
Company's works, and elsewhere, and the ro- 
sult was not only a saving of from 32 to 38 
per cent in the quantity of fuel—any kind of 
coa! could be used—but the entire absence of 
smoke. 

A. S. Wright, Chief Engineer of the North 
Chicago Street Kailway Company, also read 
an interesting paper on “ Street-Railway 
Joints.” 

VIEWS OF A PROMLNENT BEAR. 

The bear views of Mr. Nat Jones in regard 
to the stock market, which have attracted con- 
siderable attention, would seem to have about 
the same basis as those of the leading bears in 
Wall street—the high cost of some of the rail- 
roads compared with what they could now be 
built for, the heavy debts, the amount of water 
in the stock, and the earnings. He thinks that 
the dividend of the New York Central will cer- 
tainly be reduced, and most likely that of the 
St. Paul also. He regards the whole range of 
vaiues on the New York Stock Exchange too 
high. Severai other shrewd observers of events 
in this city are of the same opinion, but it is 
only properto say that some of these people 
were entirely unprepared for the recent ad- 
vance in étocks, and whether they were actual- 
ly in the market themcelves or not, were on 
the wrong side of itso far as their opinions 
were concerned. These men may yét prove to 
bave been corrrect for the long run, but it is 
clear that temporarily they did not take suf- 
ficient account of the speculative forces and 
the influence of the large crops, Railroad 
earnings have disappointed the bulls, and it is 
probable enough that they will continue to be 
comparatively small till late in the fall. 

PLOW MANUFACTURERS. 

A general meeting of those engaged in the 
manufacture of plowsin the Northwest was 
held yesterday at the Tremont, the object be- 
ing to cultivate more intimate relations among 
those interested in that line of business as well 
as to take steps to improve the condition of 
the trade. About thirty-five firms were repre- 
sented from Pekin, Moline, Canton, Monmouth, 
Peoria, Dixon, and Chicago, III.; Dubuque, 
Cedar Rapids, and Ottuwa, Ia.; Winona, Minn., 
and Peru, Ind. The idea was not to form a 
pool, but simply to agree upona uniform 
basis for conducting the trade. The meetings 
hereafter will be semi-annual. The following 
officers were elected: President, H. T. Nobile 
of Dixon, III.; Vice-President, J. B. Morrison, 
Fort Madison, Ia.; Secretary, A. R. Bryant, 
Moline, III.; Treasurer, J. R. Hanna, Mon- 
mouth, III. The association adjourned to meet 
the second Tuesday in December. 

A TELEGRAPH COMPANY'S TROUBLES. 

The affairs of the Bankers’ & Merchants’ 
Telegraph Company are growing more compli- 
cated from day to day, and the creditors of 


the concern are mercilesly pressing their claims 


against it. Another attachment was taken out 
against the company yesterday by James W. 
Brennan to secure a claim for $9,465 for work 
done for the company in the county outside 
the city. The writ was placed in the hands of 
Deputy-Sheriff Nickerson for service, and he 
soon afterwards levied upon the wire conduits 
of the company, and today he will levy upon 
the Hammond line of wires and poles, which 
were mostly put up by Mr. Brennan. It is said 
that the company owns at least $140,000 worth 
ef property in the county, and that unless some 
settlement can be arranged today all this prop- 
erty will be discovered and levied upon by the 
Sheriff.

John Landrigan, President of the Illinois 
State Board of Agriculture, authorizes the fol- 
lowing statement: In consideration of the 
alleged existence of pleuro-pneumonia in nu- 
merous herds of Jersey cattle throughout the 
West, and of the uncertain extent of that in- 
fectious disease at present, the State Board of 
Agriquiture deem it their duty to the breeders 
of per cattle, as well as to the breeders of 
Jetseys themselves, to exclude all animals of 
said last-named breed from the fair of 1884, 
and to rigidly enforce Rule 7 in regard to ex- 
posure to infectious disease against all cattle 
which may be entered for exhibition.” 

CONVENTION PROCEEDINGS. 

The proceedings of the National Republican 
Convention heid in this city last June have just 
been issued in book form by Rand & McNally. 
They make avolume of 206 pages, including 
the letters of acceptance of the nominees for 
President and Vice-President. The work is 
also made more valuable by the addition of a 
diagram of the convention hall. The Chicago 
committee which bad charge of the prep- 
aration and publication of the proceedings 
has done its work quickly and well.

He was neatly dreesed, and was wikeut the 
usual signs of dissipation marking the 
converts at the city missions. Six years 
ago be joined tho Forty Thieves,” a gang of 
St. Louis hoodlums, and ne has since been a 
member of various gangs. Of this six years 
six months have been passed in the House of 
Refuge, the same in the St. Louis Workhouse, 
and sixteen months in jail. Two years ago he 
was sentenced at New Orleans to eighteen years 
in the penitentiary, but got off on a new trial. 

J can praise " Degan McGinnis, * for 
convergng a man who been running 
with the worst gang of crooks ever in- 
festing Missouri. You won't believe it 
but we were worse than the James boys. They 
only robbed rich men, who could lose their 
money and not miss it. We robbed everybody 
ven the poor man and woman—of all they 
had. I never thought there was any Hell be- 
sides the St. Louis Workhouse, where I broke 
stone with shackles on my feet, but something 
worse than Hell, I thought, was honest work. 
When I saw people gomg to work in the 
morning I used to think they were chumps. 
Not two months 


When I think over what I have done I think I 
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ought to have been One Sunday in 
St. Louis I was playing poker with two other 
fellowr. One tried to cheat me. I tried 
to shoot him, but the pistol wouldn't 
go off. The fellow] {ried to snoot is now in the 

nitentiary, and the other is to be hanged, 
The blessed Gospel has made me the happiest 
man in Chicago, while I might have been where 
they are. My old companions say, ‘ Mac, you 
are not looking as well as youdid. Why not 
turn a trick?’ I answer them I am turning 
tricas for the Lord now. Just try it yourself, 
Don’t take no preacher’s word for it. The 
next day after I was converted I found 
out for the first time what honest work was 
when I shoveled coal. The Devil wouldn't let 
me go it alone, and had me marry a decent 
girl. She left me when she found out I was a 
crook, but when I became honest she came 
back tome. We have got the bappiest home 
in Chicago. I never thought I would be 
happy in such clothes as these, but I am. 
The money crooks get never does them any 
good. One day they live on prairie chicken 
and the next day they eat prairie hay. Easy 
got, easy goes. They wear good clothes one 
day, and the next they pawn them. Now I 
work all dav. My money does me good in 
making me and my wife happy.“

COUNTY ASSESSMENTS. 
THE BOARD'S AUTHORITY TO ALTER INDIVID 
UAL ASSESSMENTS. 

The joint Committee on Equalization of the 
County Board held a brief session yesterday 
afternoon at which Mr. W. Law, the newly- 
appointed County-Attorney, was present. 
Commissioner Van Pelt, as Chairman of the 
committee, instructed Mr. Law to prepare an 
opinion as to whether the County Board had 
authority to alter individual assessments as re- 
turned by the various Town Assessors. What 
caused the question to be raised was the fact 
that Schoo! District No. 6, La Grange, Town of 
Lyons, had been assessed too heavily, 
and the Trustees of the ‘Town of 
Lyons passed a resolution recom- 
mending the Assessor to reduce the assessment 
at least 20 per cent. The Assessor acted upon 
the resolution, but failed to make a corre- 
sponding change in the assessments of other 
districts under his supervision, thereby badly 
mixing up nearly all of bis returns. If the 
County-Attorney decides that the County 
Board hasn't authority to make the necessary 
changes in the returns then the committee will 
order a new assessment in the districts where 
the assessments haven't been properly made,

Elston 
road along there is a typical country lane. On 
one side of the wagon-road is a footpath, trod- 
den hard with the feet of passers-by, and the 
rank weeds, grass, and wild daisies bend over 
and try to obliterate it. Nearer town 
are great breweries, an fodorous glue 
factory, and nearer still to the city are 
factories covering acres of lang, over which 
hangs the smoke of the rolling-milis. The 
masts of shipping peer above the roofs of 
houses along the North Branch. After leaving 
the street railway the sidewalks cease and the 
country road begins. That it is a much-fre- 
quented road one may know, because the 
mastiff lying in front of his master’s house in 
the path merely bestows a blink and gtirs not 
from his lazy couch, 

| A BAD SMELL. 

As one approaches this neat house with the 
verandas, and when witbin half a mile, a puff 
of a breeze’ brings to one a suspicion of a 
stench. When nearer, the suspicion becomes a 
certainty—it is a plain and well-marked bad 
smell, to put it mildly.

Denning yesterday be- 
gan a suit for 6.000 damages against Adams for 
alleged malicious prosecution.

It is said that there is again a good deal of buying 
for investment in a small way by parties who be- 
lieve that the chances for an advance are much 
greater than those for a further decline. 

Red winter wheat was quiet and easier at 81c 
for No, 2, and 71\c for No. 3in preferred houses, 
with no demand for miscellaneous car-lots in 
other locations. Nothing was done in futures. Our 
receipts of winter grades were not large, hence 
there was no special pressure to sell, but buyers 
were very quiet. The market was really firm by 
comparison with the speculative dealing, and the 
reason was stated to be a belief that the rush of 
winter wheat is about over. Only moderate re- 
ceipts are expected for the remainder of the au- 
tumn, 

Corn was rather quiet on the whole and averaged 
weaker; October declined % early, to 49%c, then 
advanced to 50 Me, fell back to 50c, and closed at 
50e bid. September sold early at 52 Ke, declined 
to 515¢¢, and closed at 523¢c, while cash No. 2 sold 
52@52%{c, the highest price being paid when Oc- 
tober was de below it. High mixed sold at 58e. 
and rejected at 484%@19c. November weakened 
from 46 down to 46e on the prospect of very early 
arrivals of new corn, wulle the year sold 
at 41K@42\ic, and May at Nenne. The 
very fine weather here, with much larger receipts 
(nearly 700 car-loads), naturally tended to weaken 
prices, though the British markets were called 
steady. But the shipping demand was unusually 
good, and that sustained futures foratime. They 
slowly sagged as the volume of offerings increased, 
and after the posting of the visible supply there 
was little doing, both buyers and sellers holding 
back. It was reported that Vig receipts may be ex- 
pected on the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy lines 
for the near future. Baldwin, Champlin, and Jobn 
Rumsey were the leading sellers, while Fleming- 
Boyden and McCormick-Beebe were prominent as 
buyers, 

Oats were quiet and steady, with trading mostly 
in the way of evening up. Sales of cash No. 2 were 
chiefly at 2554@25%{c with, about 2550 bid at the 
close for September, while year would bring 2566 
2596. Samples were easier, owing to the absence 
of inquiry, and prices ruled a little under those of 
the previous day, No. 2 selling at 26@26%c and No. 
2 white at 2954@30c. 

Rye met with a fair inquiry for cash No. 2, 46 
cars selling at 54e, being steady. September sold 
at 5434 in settlement early, but afterward sold at 
5bikgc, and closed with sellers at that. October was 
easier, 54%c being bid, with sellers at 550. By 
sample, rejected sold at 48@49c and no grade at 
4lc, trading being light. 

Barley was quiet and unchanged. Cash No. 2 
was nominal at 64'4@65c and that might have been 
obtained for September, while October was quota- 
dle at 65c. Samples were in active request, espe- 
cially for the bright lots of Nebraska and Iowa, for 
which the shippers and maltsters bid actively. 
Sales were made at 66@68c for No. 2, 48@65c for No. 
8, and 42@52c for No. 4. 

Flax was firmer under an increased inquiry for 
the cash article, which sold at 81.30 61.31. being 
Ille higter. Timothy was steady at about Mon- 
day’s prices, cash prime being $1.32@1.33. There 
was no inquiry of importance for clover, which 
was nominally $4.90@5.75. 

The wholesale markets generally show increas- 
ns activity. Buyers are beginning to arrive in 
considerable numbers, and there is an improved 
feeling on all sides. Dry goods are now active in 
several departments, and jobbers regard the out- 
look as decidedly encouraging. Prices are steady. 
There is a fair demand for staple and fancy gro- 
ceries, and prices generally are firm; in fact, 
there is nO weakness anywhere. The movement 
in staple and tancy dried fruits was only fair. 
Fish were in good request at sustained prices. 
In dairy products there was a lack of activity, but 
the tone of the market was firm. Dealers in oils 
report a good business doing, with prices ruling 
steady. Hay was steady, the receipts being lib- 
eral and inquiry fair. Hides were steady. Wool 
showed more activity, manufacturers buying free- 
ly of all grades. Tallow was firmer. Green fruits 
were in liberal receipt, but there was a fair in- 
quiry and steady market. Broom-corn was un- 
changed. Potatoes were dull at about 40c, with su- 
burban growers supplying most of the-city inquiry. 
Whisky. was firm at the recent advance, 

„ Peoria is a regular slaughter-house on freight 
rates’’ was remarked yesterday, It is charged that 
rebates of 2c on receipts and 2@3c on shipments 
are made to parties in Peoria, which materially 
affects rail business here. Of course, our lake 
route offers terms of transportation low enough to 
distance competition, but orders for rail shipments 
to interior points are filled at Peoria much more 
cheaply than they can be in Chicago. This ac- 
counts for the great dullness in rail forwarding 
which has beea experienced here for several days 
past, especially in corn. 

The stock of oats in New York at the close of last 
week is reported to have been 227,693 bu. In some 
way the final figure was dropped, and the result is 
a correction to the Chicago statement of visible 
supply. It shows an increase of 88,224 bu during 
last week instead of a decrease of about 116,000, as 
first reported. 

It is now said on good” authority that the New 
York statement of visible supply will show an in- 
crease of about 200,000 bu wheat during last week. 
There should be no foundation for such a report 
in advance of the statement itself. 

A lot of 10 cars corn, guaranteed to inspect new 
high mixed, and arrive during the first balf of Sep- 
tember. was sold here yesterday at Fe. It is to 
come from Bloemington, III., and will be an extraor- 
dinarily early arrival. We aiso note the arrival 
here of samples of amature corn from a point a 
little west of Des Moines, Ia. 

Corn in New York was quoted at 670 yesterday. 
It could be bought in Chicago, and laid down there 
at about 6Gic. No wonder there was a brisk ship- 


ping demand in this market. 


„Armour has made $2,500,000 on his pork deal, 
and Ream and Jones are back with $1,500,000 each 
made in stocks during the hot weather. They will 
now piteh into wheat and lift it not far from 10c 
per bu.“ This is the kind of story with which some 
of the unwise ones beguiled themselves yesterday. 
It is noteworthy that Jones was a seller of corn 
yesterday at lower prices than he had paid to fill 
shorts only a few hours earlier.

AT LAKE BLUNF—ADDRESSED BY MR. DANIEL. 
The Prohibition Convocation yesterday at 
Lake Bluff had fall to its lot one of the finest 
days of the season, yet hardly half a hundred 
people assembled in the tabernacle.

right by granting licenses. It was found, how- 
ever, that moral suasion and law were the most 
potent means of working, and that to keep 
* drink away from the man instead of man away 
| from the drigk was the way to succeed. The 
result was t now thirteen counties out of 
the twenty-three were under prohibition and 
several cities as well. The law was 
as strict as that in Maine. It bas 
. emptied the jails and diminished the taxes. 


Of the South the speaker said that it was not 


prepared for prohibition; but those working 
for it were not going to stand idly by. In 
Georgia ninety-eight counties were under pro- 
' hibition, Alabama twelve, Texas twelve. Half 
the State of Tennessee was prohibitory, and the

The Hon. Samuel J. Kirkwood Gives 
His View on the Pound Bolt. 

Iowa Crty, Ia., Sept. 2.—[Special to the 
Tribune.|—A reporter today called on ex- 
Secretary of the Interior Samuel J. Kirkwood 
at his residence and interviewed him on the 
„ FPourd bolt.” and be responded cheerfully to 
the following interrogatory: ‘ 

„Woll, Governor, have you read ex-Congress- 
man Pound's letter? And what do you think 
of it and its probable effect on the election?” 

es, said Mr. Kirkwood, I have read Mr. 
Pound's letter and do not attach mach impor 
tance to i& It seems to me to carry with it a 
complete defense against the mischief it was in- 
tended to effect. Its statements are so wildly 
extravagant as to show their utter unrelia- 
bility. Mr. Pound appears to hold Mr. Blaine 
alone responsible for whatever mistakes the 
Republican party: has made in the last twenty 
years, during some six years of which Mr. 
Pound himself was an active and in his own 
judgment a prominent Republican member of 
Congress. He also appears to hold Mr. Blaine 
responsible for whatever evils have come to 
the eountry from stock gambling in New York 
and produce gambling in Chicago, for the 
failure of all the banks that have goneunder dur- 
ing the year, including the failure of Grant & 
Ward. Indeed, so general and sweeping are bis 
charges that it required a second careful read- 
ing of his letter to satisfy me be did not at- 
tribute to Mr. Blaine all the wind and hail 
storms, and cyclones, and the failure of the 
crops of the last two or three years. Such 
statements cannot do any harm. 

* Again, it is evident from Mr. Pound's let- 
ter that he has some special pet personal griev- 
auce against Mr. Blaine which be (Mr. Pound) 
nurses as some men nurse a pet boil and with 
the same effect upon his temper. What that 
grievance may be his former political friends 
in Wisconsin will probably know. 

„ Gea. Bragg of Wisconsin said at the Demo- 
cratic National Convention that he loved Mr, 
Cleveland for the enemies be had made. Mr. 
Pound seizes the idea, but reverses it, and says 
he dislikes Mr. Blaine for the friends he has 
made. Well, Mr. Blaine's friends are almost 
ail the Republican party, and that party pos- 
sesses a very large share of the brains and con- 
science of our people. It is true that some very 
respectable gentiemen, notably Mr. Schurz, Mr. 
Curtis, Mr. Beecher, and Mr. Pound, find that 
Mr. Blaine is not sufficiently respectable to en- 
title him to their support, but many other gen- 
tlemen fully as respectable as they, and who 
have had the means of knowing Mr. Biaine 
much better than they. give him their earnest 
and hearty support. Senator Dawes of Massa- 
chusetts, who has been in one or the other 
House of Congress for nearly or quite thirty 
years, said in a recent 6 : 

„had been in Congress six years when 
Mr. Blaine came into public life, and I have 
knowu him from that day to this intimately, 
both in his private life and in his public course. 
I bave watched his career, and I think that I 
am abie to judge whether a man is honest in 
public life or not, and I should be false to my 
duty and to tho truth if I did not declare my 
solemn conviction that there is no man in pub- 
lic life whose public and private character is 
more free from stain than Mr. Blaine’s. I bave 
known him thoroughly; I bave summered and 
wintered with him. I have been on intimate 
terms of friendship with him; have differed with 
him on political questions; have quarreied with 
bim; and have confided in and trusted him. I 
belleve bim to have been actuated by the 
purest motives in all bis public acts, and to be 
ambitious to connect his name with an admin- 
istration of this Government that sball com- 
prehend the grand possibilites before the Amer- 
ican people, and shail assert the power of the 
Republic wherever its flag floats. I make no 
reserve in this Indorsement of Mr. Blaine. I 
draw no distinction between private character 
and public life.’ 

Senator Hoar, who bas been in Congress 
for many years and who wasa member of the 
Judiciary Committee that investigated the Mulli- 
gan letters and all connected therewith, in his 
recent letter answering Mr. Schurz's late 
speech, says: The friends of Mr. Blaine say 
his offenses have been condoned. They say no 
such thing. They say he has been triumphant- 
ly acquitted. They find vim not guilty of 
these foul and injurious charges. ey say 
that in this complicated matter these repeated

* Gen. Garfield, who served with Mr. Blaine 
during nearly or quite all the time the latter 
was a memberof the House, and who knew 
him thoroughly both in his public and private 
life, chose bim as the chief of his Cabinet in 
1881, years after the slander Mr. Pound de- 
lights to repruduce had been met and refuted.
